Status of Women Canada’s capability to 
address issues of concern to women has 
been considerably strengthened as a 
result of the decision to consolidate the 
government's three main organizations 
dedicated to women’s equality. 


As the February 27, 1995 budget 
announced, the Women’s Program will be 
transferred from the Human Resources 
Development department to Status of 
Women Canada, as of April 1, 1995. 


This will join the government’s primary 
funding program for women’s equality 
with the lead agency for policy coordina- 
tion related to the promotion of women’s 
equality. 


As announced on March 14, 1995, the 
mandate of the Canadian Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women will end 
effective April 1, 1995. Its research and 
communications functions will be folded 
into the operations of Status of Women 
Canada. In the meantime, the Council will 
be given time and support to wind up its 
operations. 


| salute the hard work and dedication of 
the committed women who have served 
the advancement of women through the 
Advisory Council. The vitality and strength 
of Canada’s women’s organizations owe 
much to the Council's efforts. 


The Council’s independent research 
capacity and its ability to consult and com- 
municate information to women and the 
general public has been an important sup- 
port to public policy making. These func- 
tions will be maintained within Status of 
Women Canada. It will enhance our ability 
to understand and respond to women’s 
equality issues that take shape at the 
grassroots level and create a new synergy 
between research, policy development 
and program implementation. 


The consolidation of these three organiza- 
tions is important because it will provide 
the government with a critical mass of 
expertise on women’s issues. Status of 
Women Canada will have a more visible 
presence inside and outside government, 
bolstering its influence and ability to move 
forward in the achievement of women’s 
equality. 


The consolidation will create a single-win- 
dow operation, enhancing communica- 
tions and access to government: from 
local grassroots groups, through the 
regional staff of the Women’s Program, to 
government policy-makers, and right to 
the Cabinet table — and back. 


The year ahead will be one of transition 
for Status of Women Canada. Our officials 
will make it a priority to provide service 
with a minimum of disruption. 


The Women’s Program’s Grants and 
Contributions budget for 1995-96 is $8.6 
million. The funding criteria for grants will 
stay the same this year. 


But there will be change in the long term, 
because inside and outside government, 
we need to set priorities and make some 
strategic choices on achieving equality for 
women in a changing environment. 


Over the coming months, | will be working 
closely with my colleagues at the federal 
and provincial/territorial levels, with 
women’s organizations, the voluntary sec- 
tor and the universities to develop the col- 
laborative partnerships, the direction and 
the benchmarks needed to guide the gov- 
ernment's future efforts dedicated to 
women’s equality.

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A Strengthened Role for Status of Women Canada 


Es Status of Women Canada is the 

federal government department 
mandated to ensure that women's equali- 
ty is integrated into all federal government 
legislation, policies, programs and initia- 
tives. 


The Office of the Coordinator, Status of 
Women was established within the Privy 
Council Office in 1971. It became Status of 
Women Canada by Order in Council in 
1976. 


The department acts as a catalyst and 
partner in the promotion of women’s 
equality both domestically — with federal, 
provincial/territorial and municipal gov- 
ernments and with non-governmental 
organizations — and internationally. 


At the federal level, Status of Women 
Canada 


@ initiates and coordinates policies pro- 
moting women’s equality, analyses 
legislation, policies and programs for 
their impact on women, and recom- 
mends changes where necessary; 


e discusses policy initiatives with 
women’s groups across Canada and 
monitors progress on these issues; 
and 


e informs women in Canada of federal 
initiatives of interest to them. 


With the provincial and territorial govern- 
ments, Status of Women Canada address- 
es issues which overlap jurisdictions, such 
as violence against women, training, and 
equality in the justice system, and chairs 
intergovernmental meetings and commit- 
tees dealing with gender equality. 


Internationally, the department represents 
Canada at meetings of such organizations 
as the United Nations Commission on the 
Status of Women, the Inter-American 
Commission on the Status of Women of 


the Organization of American States, and 
the Commonwealth. 


Evil As of April 1, 1995, Status of 

Women Canada will take on the 
responsibilities for the Women's Program 
of Human Resources Development 
Canada. The Women's Program was 
established in 1973 within the Department 
of the Secretary of State, and was trans- 
ferred to Human Resources Development 
Canada in 1993. 


The Women's Program is responsible for 
providing financial and technical assis- 
tance to women’s groups, other voluntary 
organizations, and other sectors of soci- 
ety, to: 


e increase public understanding of 
women’s equality issues; 


® promote action by institutions to 
incorporate women’s equality into 
their decision-making structures, poli- 
cies and programs; and 


® assist women’s organizations working 
on women’s equality issues to 
improve and develop their planning 
and organizational skills. 


The Women's Program supports an aver- 
age of about 500 projects every year deal- 
ing with a wide range of issues that fall 
within the areas of economic equality, 
social justice and access and participation.

Social Transfer. The federal govern- 
ment has indicated its intention to 
work with the provinces on the 
development of national principles 
and objectives for the Transfer. 
No change will be made to the 
Canada Health Act, and the federal 
government is committed to the 
maintenance of its principles. 


A new Human Resources Investment 
Fund will be created, combining 
under one umbrella many of the 
employment programs offered by the 
federal department of Human 
Resources Development. Further 
reforms will be made to the unem- 
ployment insurance program, to be 
announced this fall. Social Security 
Reform continues to be a top govern- 
ment priority, and legislation will be 
announced by the end of this year. 


year, proposing changes to the public 
pension system, to make it both fairer 
and sustainable. 


The public service will be reduced by 
45,000 positions over the next three 
years. These reductions will be close- 
ly monitored by Status of Women 
Canada for their effect on women. 


Federal support for business will 
move away from subsidies (which 
will be reduced by 60 per cent), to a 
concentration on encouraging those 
key areas of economic growth pos- 
sessing the best potential, including 
small- and medium-sized businesses. 
According to the Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business, almost 40 
per cent of Canada’s small businesses 
are operated by women. Federal ini- 
tiatives in support of this sector will 
include a commitment to work with 
the banks to develop meaningful 
benchmarks for small business 
financing. _]

1995 World Conference Update 


Preparations continue for the United 
Nations World Conference on Women 
which will take place in Beijing, 

China, September 4 - 15, 1995. 


The UN Commission on the 
Status of Women met in New 
York March 15 - April 4, 1995, as the 
preparatory body for the World 
Conference, to further elaborate the draft 
Platform for Action, expected to be adopt- 
ed in Beijing. The Platform will set out a 
global agenda on women’s equality to the 
year 2000 and is based on recommenda- 
tions from inter-governmental meetings 
held around the world, as well as input 
from UN agencies and non-governmental 
organizations. 


In February, Status of Women Canada, 
which is coordinating Canadian govern- 
ment preparations for the World 
Conference, sent the draft Platform for 
Action to the many groups and individuals 
in Canada who have indicated their inter- 
est in the World Conference. Comments 
received were reviewed and, to the extent 
possible, taken into account in the devel- 
opment of Canadian priorities and objec- 
tives for the meeting of the UN 
Commission on the Status of Women.

UNESCO Media Symposium 


“Women have become a force to be reck- 
oned with and the time has come for 
media to recognize their contribution,” 
said UN World Conference on Women 
Secretary General Gertrude Mongella in 
her opening remarks to an international 
symposium on women and the media that 
took place in Toronto, February 28 - March 
3, 1995. Sponsored by the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO), the symposium, 
Women and the Media: Access to 
Expression and Decision-Making, was a 
pre-conference to this September’s UN 
World Conference on Women in Beijing, 
China. 


Insufficient mobilization of the media to 
promote women’s positive contributions 
to society has been identified by the UN 
as one of the critical areas requiring action 
to achieve women’s equality.

During the course of the symposium, over 
150 journalists and communications 
experts from around the world discussed 
ways to foster a more accurate and equi- 
table portrayal of women in all forms of 
media, and strategized on how to increase 
women’s participation at all levels in tradi- 
tional, alternative and modern media 
industries. 


Participants adopted a Toronto Platform 
for Action on women and the media, 
building on the outcomes of seven region- 
al meetings which preceded the 
Symposium. The Toronto Platform con- 
tains a list of global actions to be taken by 
media enterprises, professional associa- 
tions, national and international govern- 
mental and non-governmental bodies, 
and media training institutions. 
Recommendations for immediate mea- 
sures include the promotion of equal 
opportunity policies, development of

guidelines on non-sexist reporting and 
gender portrayal, and strengthening link- 
ages between women media profession- 
als around the world. 


Symposium participants also proposed 
amendments for insertion in the draft 
Platform for Action being prepared for the 
World Conference on Women in Beijing, in 
reference to those sections dealing with 
women and the media. As well, a number 
of multi-media materials from around the 
world were selected to be shown by 
UNESCO at the NGO Forum paralleling 
the World Conference.

Wage Gap Report 


A Statistics Canada study released on 
February 7, 1995 noted that although the 
wage gap between men and women 
narrowed in 1993, women employed 
full-time earned an average of 72 cents 
for every dollar earned by men. 
In their report, Statistics Canada 
attributed the narrowing wage gap to 
women’s increasing representation 
in higher-paying occupations and 
decreased concentration in some lower- 
paying jobs.

Weapons control 


On February 14, 1995, Minister of Justice 
Allan Rock tabled legislation to strengthen 
Canada’s control system for firearms and 
other deadly weapons. The legislation, 
listed as Bill C-68, largely reflects the mea- 
sures outlined in the government's action 
plan on firearms control announced in 
November 1994 (see Perspectives, Vol.7, 
No.3), with the exception of changes to 
the rules pertaining to the sale of firearm 
relics and heirlooms. Bill C-68 has been 
referred to the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Justice and Legal 
Affairs, which will conduct formal hear- 
ings and consultations on the legislation.

Drunkenness defence 


Extreme drunkenness would not be recog- 
nized as a defence to crimes of violence 
under legislation tabled by Justice 
Minister Allan Rock on February 24, 1995. 
(See Perspectives, Vol.7, No.3.) Bill C-72 
declares that people who voluntarily get 
so drunk that they lose conscious control 
or awareness of their behaviour and who 
cause harm to others, violate a “standard 
of care” defined in the proposed legisla- 
tion. In the case of such violation, a per- 
son would be criminally at fault and would 
not abie to use extreme drunkenness as a 
defence.

On August 11, 1995, the Honourable 
Sheila Finestone announced the release of 
Setting the Stage for the Next 
Century: The Federal Plan for Gender 
Equality, a framework for federal govern- 
ment action to advance women’s equality 
in Canada to the year 2000. The document 
details federal initiatives to promote 
women’s status in relation to economic 
autonomy, health, culture, employment, 
protection against violence, and participa- 
tion in decision-making. 


The Plan’s most strategic measure is its 
call for the implementation of a gen- 
der-based approach to policy-making 
to ensure that an appreciation of 
gender differences and respect for 
diversity are built into federal policy 

development and analysis. Over 
the coming months, departments 
and agencies will collaborate in 

developing guidelines for imple-

OO): Meeting of Federal, 
Be. Provincial and Territorial Ministers 
Responsible for the Status of Women, 
May 24 - 25. Among the wide range of 
issues Ministers addressed was the need 
for public policy-making to take into 
account the realities of women’s lives. 
Noting that government policies and pro- 
grams affect women and men differently 
because of the substantial differences 
between male and female life experiences, 
Ministers reached agreement on the 
importance of having gender-based analy- 
ses undertaken as an integral part of the 
policy process of governments. 


During the course of their two-day meet- 
ing, Ministers also discussed a proposed 
framework to address women’s economic 


security and agreed to make women’s 
economic equality a priority focus over 
the next two years. As well, Ministers 
reaffirmed their commitment to the 
achievement of gender equality in the jus- 
tice system and agreed to further collabo- 
rative work to support women’s ability to 
break the cycle of violence, to address the 
reciprocal enforcement of maintenance 
and support orders, and to increase public 
awareness of the changing roles of males 
and females.

World Conference on Women Update 


The Fourth United Nations World 
Conference on Women is set to open in 
Beijing, China on September 4, 1995. The 
Honourable Sheila Finestone will lead 
Canada’s delegation, composed of parlia- 
mentarians, representatives of provincial 
and territorial governments, and NGO and 
academic representatives. 


The World Conference will seek to acceler- 
ate the implementation of the Forward- 
looking Strategies for the Advancement of 
Women adopted at the Third World 
Conference on Women held in Nairobi in 
1985. Twelve critical areas of concern 
have been identified for examination in 
Beijing: poverty, education, health, vio- 
lence, armed conflict, economics, deci- 
sion-making, mechanisms for women’s 
advancement, human rights, media, the 
environment and the girl child. 


In Beijing, discussions will focus on the 
adoption of a Platform for Action, 
which will establish a global agenda for 
achieving women’s equality by the year 
2000. The draft Platform for Action has 
been the subject of extensive negotiation 
and discussion. At the final scheduled 
Conference preparatory meeting of the 
UN Commission on the Status of Women, 
held in New York March 15 - April 7, many 
countries, including Canada, were able to 
introduce additions and changes to sub- 
stantially improve the draft Platform. On 
other issues, however, the negotiations in 
New York were lengthy and difficult and 


consensus agreement could not be 
reached. As a result, a significant portion 
of the draft Platform for Action remains in 
“square brackets” and will have to be 
negotiated in Beijing. 


As the Canadian delegation prepares to 
depart for China, it remains committed to 
working constructively with other delega- 
tions and NGOs to secure the adoption of 
a strong Platform for Action aimed at 
accelerating progress on gender equality 
world-wide. Available from Status of 
Women Canada are Overview of 
Canadian Objectives and Priorities 
for the Platform for Action, the basis 
for Canada’s participation at the World 
Conference, and Women’s Equality in 
Canada — Progress in Implementing 
the Nairobi Forward-looking 
Strategies for the Advancement of 
Women, which describes policy, legisla- 
tive and other initiatives undertaken by 
Canada’s federal, provincial and territorial 
governments to advance women’s equali- 
ty in accordance with the Strategies 
adopted by the Nairobi World Conference 
on Women in 1985.

Being held in parallel with the World 
Conference is the NGO Forum which will 
take place August 30 - September 8. Most 
of the Forum activities will be held in 
Huairou, China. Forum participants will 
also be able to use sites in Beijing that are 
adjacent to the World Conference. 


Canada believes that the NGO Forum is an 
important and vital part of the World 
Conference on Women. Status of 
Women Canada is funding the partic- 
ipation of 40 women in the Forum, 
as representatives of Canada’s 
NGOs. Canada's delegation to 
the World Conference includes 
NGO representatives, as 
have delegations to 


United Nations 
preparator 
meetings. 


To ensure that women from developing 
countries have the opportunity to share 
and express their perspective on gender 
issues in a global forum, the Canadian 
International Development Agency is 
assisting a number of representatives of 
NGOs from developing countries to partic- 
ipate in Beijing. 


Joining the Canadian delegation to the 
World Conference and the NGO Forum are 
two young women, Marjolaine Bélair of 
Gatineau, Quebec and Susan Dowse, of 
Vancouver, British Columbia, who are the 
winners of the “Write Your Way to 
China” Writing Challenge, jointly admin- 
istered by Status of Women Canada and 
Homemaker's and Madame au Foyer mag- 
azines (see Perspectives Vol. 7, No. 3). 
Over 1,500 entries were received in 
response to the Writing Challenge’s invita- 
tion to Canadian citizens and permanent 
residents aged 18 - 24 to respond to the 
question, “If you could address the 1995 
United Nations World Conference on 
Women in Beijing, China, what would you 


say?” The United Nations will be including 
Marjolaine and Susan's winning submis- 
sions in its information kit for Youth Day, 
September 11, when the Confer- 
ence will focus on the ideas and 
concerns of the world’s young 
women. 


The World Conference 
on Women will also 
feature an exhibition by 
six Canadian women 
p ho: t-o<g raps nea 
called “Rights and 
Realities”, docu- 
menting the reali- 
mee ties of women’s 
lives around the 
world. Following the World 
Conference, the exhibition will be dis- 
played at the Canadian Museum of 
Contemporary Photography in Ottawa, 
and then it will tour museums, art gal- 
leries, community exhibition centres, 
schools and churches across Canada.

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News in Brief 


Senate Appointments 


Canada's two newest Senators are 
women. They are Rose-Marie Losier-Cool 
of New Brunswick, a former Vice- 
President of the New Brunswick Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women, who has 
had a distinguished career as a teacher 
and education advocate, and Céline 
Hervieux-Payette of Quebec, a business- 
woman and activist with several women’s 
organizations, a former Member of 
Parliament and Canada’s first Minister of 
State for Youth. The appointment of 
Senator Losier-Cool and Senator 
Hervieux-Payette bring the total number 
of women serving in the Senate to 17. 


Prison Inquiry 


On April 11, 1995, the Honourable Herb 
Gray, Solicitor General of Canada, 
appointed the Honourable Louise Arbour, 
Justice of the Court of Appeal of Ontario, 
to head a Commission of Inquiry into the 
response to disturbances which occurred 
at the Prison for Women in Kingston, 
Ontario in April 1994. The Commission 
will examine the measures in place at the 
time to respond to disturbances, the 
appropriateness of the deployment of an 
all-male emergency response team, and 
the subsequent confinement in adminis- 
trative segregation of the inmates con- 
cerned. Public hearings will be held in 
Kingston, August 9 - October 31, 1995. 
Justice Arbour’s report is expected by 
March 31, 1996. For more information,

Unemployment Insurance Pilot Project 


On June 22, 1995, the Honourable Lloyd 
Axworthy, Minister of Human Resources 
Development, announced a two-year pilot 
project to allow clients collecting unem- 
ployment insurance maternity, parental or 
apprenticeship training benefits to receive 
benefit payments without having to com- 
plete reporting cards. The project, which 
began on June 26 in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia, and on July 4 in the rest of the 
country, is expected to save the govern- 
ment approximately $4 million, by reduc- 
ing processing time, postal costs, and 
paper usage. The project will be assessed 
after six months, and, if successful, will be 
expanded to include claimants collecting 
unemployment insurance sickness bene- 
fits. Information about the project can be 
obtained from local Canada Employment 
Centres.

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Parliamentary Update 


This Perspectives feature highlights the progress of federal legislation affecting women, 
as well as the work of Parliamentary Committees on issues of interest to women. 


Several criminal justice initiatives progressed through the legislative process in July: 


Drunkenness defence 


On July 13, 1995, Royal Assent was given 
to legislation (Bill C-72) preventing 
extreme drunkenness from being used as 
a defence against crimes of violence such 
as sexual assault and manslaughter. 


DNA Evidence 


Legislation governing the collection and 
use of DNA evidence (Bill C-104) also 
received Royal Assent on July 13, 1995. 
The legislation clarifies the procedures 
under which police can obtain bodily sam- 
ples for DNA testing from those suspected 
of violent crimes such as murder, 
manslaughter, sexual assault, sexual 
exploitation, incest, torture, assault or kid- 
napping. 


Sentencing Reform 


Bill C-41, amending the sentencing provi- 
sions of the Criminal Code, was passed by 
the House of Common on June 15, 1995 
and bythe senate on July 11, 1995. The 
legislation makes offences motivated by 
hate subject to longer sentences. It will 
also provide the courts with more options 
to distinguish between violent, serious 
crimes that require jail sentences, and 
non-violent, less serious crimes that can 
be dealt with more effectively in the com- 
munity. 


Gun control 


Legislation strengthening Canada’s con- 
trol system for firearms and other deadly 
weapons (Bill C-68) was adopted in the 
House of Commons on July 13, 1995. 
Among its provisions, gun owners would 
be required to register their firearms by 
the year 2003 or face criminal penalties. 
The Bill also imposes a mandatory mini- 
mum four-year jail sentence on anyone 
convicted of using a gun while committing 
serious crimes such as assault and sexual 
assault. The legislation is presently before 
the Senate’s Justice and Legal Affairs 
Committee which will hold public hear- 
ings on the Bill this fall.

A central focus of her 
life’s work has been the portrayal of the 


Famous Five who championed the 
Persons Case and her promotion of what 
they stood for in their advocacy of 
women’s rights. 


The Governor General’s Awards in 
Commemoration of the Persons Case are 
awarded annually to individuals who have 
made an outstanding contribution toward 
promoting the equality of women in 
Canada. 


The Awards commemorate the lengthy 
legal and political effort which culminated 
with the decision rendered by the British 
Privy Council on October 18, 1929, which 
declared Canadian women to be persons 
for the purpose of their eligibility for 
appointment to the Senate. The Governor 
General's Awards in Commemoration of 
the Persons Case were established in 1979 
to celebrate the 50th anniversary of this 
decision, and to salute the contributions of 
contemporary women to the advancement 
of women’s equality. J

Review of self-defence provisions 


The Honourable Lynn Ratushny, Judge of 
the Ontario Court of Justice, was appoint- 
ed by the federal government in October 
1995 to lead a judicial review into the 
implications of the defence of self-defence 
in the cases of women currently incarcer- 
ated for killing abusive partners, spouses 
or guardians. As part of her review, Judge 
Ratushny is to make recommendations to 
the Minister of Justice as to the appropri- 
ateness of exercising the royal prerogative 
of mercy, which could include a new trial, 
or early release from prison. As well, she 
is to make suggestions on clarifying the 
scope and the availability of the defence 
of self-defence, and provide advice as to 
whether or not consideration should be 
given to reforming the law in this area.

Senate appointments 


Four women have been appointed to the 
Senate in recent months. Appointed 
September 1995 were Marie-Paule Poulin 
of Sudbury, Ontario, a former public 
servant, Vice-President of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation and Chair of the 
Canadian Artists and Producers 
Professional Relations Tribunal; Doris M. 
Anderson, of Charlottetown, Prince 
Edward Island, a nutritionist and professor 
emeritus at the University of Prince 
Edward Island; and Lorna Milne of 
Brampton, Ontario, a former lecturer at 
the University of Guelph and a trustee 
and Vice-Chair of the Peel County Board of 
Education. Appointed on February 1, 1996 
was Shirley Maheu of Montreal, a former 
municipal councillor and Member of 
Parliament. 


The appointments bring the number of 
women senators to 24, the highest ever in 
the history of the Senate. Of the 13 Senate 
appointments announced since the 
government took office in 1993, nine (or 
more than two-thirds) have been women. 


Moratorium on reproductive technologies 


The Minister of Health has announced a 
call for a voluntary moratorium on nine 
reproductive technologies which, when 
applied to human reproduction, raise 
serious ethical and social problems. These 
technologies include fetal sex selection 
for non-medical reasons; commercial 
‘surrogacy’ arrangements; the buying and 
selling of eggs, embryos and sperm; and 
the cloning of human embryos. The mora- 
torium flows from the recommendations 
of the Royal Commission on New 
Reproductive Technologies, which tabled 
its report in the fall of 1993. For more 
information on the moratorium, contact:

World Conference on Women: A Success 


Great Hall of the People, Beijing, China, site of 
the Fourth United Nations Conference on 
Women. 


The Fourth United Nations Conference on 
Women was held in Beijing, China, from 
September 4 to 15, 1995. Some 17,000 
registered delegates from 189 countries 
participated in the event, making it the 
largest United Nations conference ever 
held. 


The parallel NGO Forum, which took place 
in Huairou, China, from August 30 to 
September 8, 1995, attracted over 30,000 
attendees from around the world. The 
approximately 500 Canadians present at 
the Forum were active participants in the 
myriad Forum activities, which included 
workshops, panels, plenaries, meetings 
and cultural shows. 


The Honourable Sheila Finestone, then 
Secretary of State (Status of Women), led 
Canada’s World Conference delegation, 
made up of parliamentarians, federal 
officials, and representatives of provincial 
and territorial governments, youth, 
organized labour, business, churches, 
academia, and NGOs working on issues 
related to gender, human rights, develop- 
ment and Aboriginal matters. 


The World Conference’s goal was the 
adoption of a strong global blueprint for 
women’s equality to the year 2000. The 
Platform for Action, the final Conference 
document, adopted by consensus by a 
significant majority of the UN member 
states attending, reaffirms and builds on 
the progress made toward women’s 
equality at other world conferences and 
summits on children, the environment, 
human rights and social development. 
The Platform contains significant gains for 
women around the world. Canada played 
a leading role in securing many of these 
gains. They include: 


¢ Confirmation of the universality of 
women’s human rights. Governments 
must promote and protect all human 
rights and fundamental freedoms of all 
women. 


+ A strong action plan to eliminate 
violence against women. One of 
Canada’s priorities, this action plan 
affirms that governments must take 
action to prevent and eliminate violence 
against women. It reaffirms rape as a 
war crime and a crime against humani- 
ty, and introduces rape as an act of 
genocide, under certain circumstances.

¢ The human rights of women include 
the right to have control over 
their sexuality, free of coercion, 
discrimination and violence. Also 
affirmed is the right of all women to 
control all aspects of their health, 
including their fertility. 


e Using language introduced by Canada, 
sexual violence and gender-related 
persecution are recognized as grounds 
for considering women as refugee 
claimants. 


+ Recognition was given to the family as 
the basic unit of society. While the 
important role of motherhood is 
recognized, it is also stated that the 
upbringing of children requires the 
shared responsibility of both parents — 
and society as a whole. 


e With Canada taking the lead in securing 
a strong text, the Platform calls upon 
governments to measure and value 
unpaid work, most of which is 
performed by women. 


e Strong paragraphs deal with the need 
to involve Indigenous women in 
decision-making and in development, to 
recognize their right to education, to 
ensure equal access to health care, and 
to acknowledge traditional health care. 


The federal government is committed to 
implementing the Platform for Action 
adopted at the World Conference on 
Women. In Canada, the cornerstone for 
the Platform’s implementation is the 
document, Setting the Stage for the Next 
Century: The Federal Plan for Gender 
Equality. The Plan outlines the govern- 
ment’s specific commitments to advance 
women’s health, economic and cultural 
equality, to reduce violence and to 
broaden access to decision-making at all 
levels. Among the Plan’s key elements is 


its call for a gender-based approach to 
policy-making to ensure that federal policy 
development and analysis are undertaken 
with an appreciation of gender differences 
and a respect for diversity. 


During the World Conference, the 
International Federation of Business and 
Professional Women presented Canada 
with the Global Award for the Most 
Improvement in the Status of Women in 
the last decade. Out of the 106 countries 
evaluated, Canada was recognized for 
achievements such as the Employment 
Equity Act, amendments to the Criminal 
Code to counter child pornography and 
child abuse, the creation of the Women’s 
Health Bureau, and the declaration of 
December 6 as the National Day of 
Remembrance and Action on Violence 
Against Women. Also in Beijing, the 
UNESCO 1995 International Literacy Prize 
was presented to the province of New 
Brunswick for its program to counter 
illiteracy among women and girls.

Canada participated in 
the Expert Group that helped develop the 
Plan, which focuses on the need to 
integrate gender considerations into all 
government programs and activities. It 
provides countries with guidance on how 
to develop tools and training for gender- 
based analysis and to effectively monitor 
commitments to advance women’s 
equality.

Habitat Il 


The Second United Nations Conference on 
Human Settlements, Habitat II, will take 
place June 3-14, 1996 in Istanbul, Turkey. 
The conference comes 20 years after the 
first Habitat Conference held in Vancouver 
and will address key issues facing the 
world’s towns and cities during the next 
two decades, with a focus on remedial 
action over the next five years. Two 
preparatory meetings have already taken 
place (April 1994 in Geneva and April-May 
1995 in Nairobi), with the third scheduled 
for February 1996 in New York. Major 
issues under discussion include: raising 
awareness of gender issues, improving 
governance and participation, meeting 
housing and infrastructure needs, improv- 
ing the urban economy (encompassing 
the reduction of poverty and job creation), 
incorporating environmental concerns, 
disaster mitigation, relief and reconstruc- 
tion. A Statement of Principles and 
Commitments and a Global Plan of Action 
will be adopted by the conference. The 
conference will be preceded by a NGO 
Forum which has yet to be finalized. For 
more information contact: United Nations 
Conference on Human Settlements, Suite 
PC2-0941, 2 UN Plaza, New York, New 
York 10017, USA, telephone (212) 963- 
4200.

Firearms control 


On December 5, 1995, Royal Assent was 
given to legislation that strengthens 
Canada’s control system for firearms and 
other deadly weapons (see Perspectives, 
Vol.8, No.2). Royal Assent came on the eve 
of the sixth anniversary of the fatal shooting 
of 14 women at the Ecole Polytechnique in 
Montreal. 


Employment Equity 


Royal Assent was given on December 15, 
1995 to legislation governing Employment 
Equity (see Perspectives, Vol.8, No.2). Bill 
C-64 extends Employment Equity legislation 


to the federal Public Service and strength- 
ens existing provisions applicable to Crown 
Corporations and federally regulated 
industries such as banking, airlines, railways 
and telecommunications. 


The first session of the 34th 
Parliament was prorogued on 
February 2, 1996. The second session 
will begin on February 27, 1996 with a 
new Speech from the Throne, to be 
followed by the federal budget. The 
next issue of Perspectives will provide

Changes are also taking place in federal 
institutions and infrastructures that serve 
women. Last year’s reorganization of 
Status of Women Canada consolidated 
policy development with research relating 
to women’s equality, and with the pro- 
grams that provide funding and technical 
support for women’s groups. The recent 
Status of Women Canada consultations 
offer potential for a revitalized partnership 
with the women of Canada and with 
SWC, that will lead to fresh cooperative 
strategies for women’s equality. 


The 1996 Federal Budget 


he federal budget tabled on March 

6, 1996, contained a number of 
measures that acknowledge the 
needs and challenges women face in their 
many roles as mothers, workers, business 
owners, students, as young women and 


as seniors. Budget items of particular 
interest to women include: 


+ A new child support strategy, which 
includes changes to the tax treatment 
of child support, new child support 
guidelines to ensure fair and consistent 
child support awards, the doubling of 
the Working Income Supplement avail- 
able to low-income parents, and 
enhanced enforcement mechanisms 
(see elsewhere in this edition of 
Perspectives for further details). 


* More flexibility in the child-care 
expense deduction available to 
low-income parents who are in school 
or attending training programs, and the 
extension of the deduction age limit 
from 14 to 16 to help parents who work 
at night. 


If we believe that achievement of women’s 
equality is the key to women’s place in 
Canada’s future, then we must take advan- 
tage of the opportunities that change and 
dialogue can bring. | invite all Canadian 
women and men who espouse equality to 
join us in achieving that common goal. J

+ Additional tax assistance for students 
and their families, including increases in 
both education tax credits and in the 
limit on contributions to Registered 
Education Savings Plans, as well as 
more flexible student loan repayment 
terms. 


+ Assurance of stable, predictable and 
growing funding to secure the future of 
health, post-secondary education and 
social assistance programs, including 
an established level of federal cash 
transfers to the provinces. Federal funds 
will also be provided to create a Health 
Services Research Fund in partnership 
with the provinces, health institutions 
and the private sector, to support 
research designed to improve the effi- 
ciency and effectiveness of Canada’s 
health system. 


+ A new Seniors Benefit to replace the 
existing Old Age Security and 
Guaranteed Income Supplement 
(OAS/GIS), beginning in 2001. The new

Benefit will be both tax-free and fully 
indexed to inflation, and will offer bene- 
fits higher than OAS/GIS for three-quar- 
ters of all seniors, including nine out of 
10 single, elderly women. The Spouse’s 
Allowance will be continued and 
enriched by $120 a year. 


+ Elimination of the seven-year limit on 
the carry-forward of unused Registered 
Retirement Savings Plan deductions. 
Because this measure provides unlimit- 
ed time to make up for years when full 
RRSP contributions were not possible, it 
offers women, in particular, additional 
flexibility to plan and save for retire- 
ment. 


+ To create new youth employment 
opportunities, an additional $315 mil- 
lion in federal funding is being allocated 
over three years, including a doubling 
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of funds for student summer employ- 
ment and increased support for pro- 
grams to help young people who have 
left school to find jobs. 


+ New federal investments to promote 
and support technology, innovation and 
international trade, creating potential 
opportunities for women entrepreneurs, 
who are currently responsible for 39 per 
cent of small- and medium-sized busi- 
nesses in Canada.

Child Support Strategy 


s part of the March 6, 1996 Budget, 
At federal government announced 

a new Child Support Strategy 
designed to protect the interests of 
children and to ensure that parents live up 
to their responsibilities for child support 
payments. The Strategy was developed 
as a result of work undertaken by several 
departments, including Status of Women 
Canada, and the extensive public 
consultations conducted by the 
Federal/Provincial/Territorial Family Law 
Committee and the federal Task Group on 
the Task Treatment of Child Support, 
chaired by the Honourable Sheila 
Finestone. 


The new Child Support Strategy has four 
elements: 


+ Taxation. Child support paid under 
orders or agreements made or varied 
on or after May 1, 1997, will no longer 
be taxed as income to the recipient, or 
deducted from income by the paying 
parent. 


+ Guidelines will be introduced to 
the Divorce Act to ensure fair and 
consistent levels of child support. They 
incorporate payment schedules based 
on the number of children and the 
income of the support-paying parents 
and include provision for special 
expenses. 
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Child Support Strategy (cont'd) 


+ Enforcement procedures will be 
strengthened, with the federal govern- 
ment providing financial assistance to 
provincial and territorial agencies 
responsible for enforcing support 
orders. 


* The Working Income Supplement, 
which benefits working families with 
low or modest incomes, will be doubled 


from $500 to $1000 by July 1998. Over 
700,000 families will benefit from the 
increase, including approximately 
200,000 single-parent families headed 
by women.

Future Directions for Status of Women Canada 


n April 1995, the federal government 
[ censotcat a number of programs 
Mwithin Status of Women Canada 
(SWC), the federal department mandated 
to promote the advancement of women’s 
equality. As a result of the consolidation, 
SWC acquired new responsibilities in the 
areas of research, public information and 
communication, that were formerly held 
by the Canadian Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women, as well as the role of 
providing financial and technical 
assistance to women’s groups and other 
equality-seeking organizations through 
the Women's Program, formerly part of 
the Department of Human Resources 
Development (see Perspectives Vol. 8, 
No.1). At the time of the consolidation, the 
Secretary of State for the Status of 
Women made a commitment to consult 
with women’s groups, academics and 
other involved parties on the future devel- 
opment of SWC’s functions under its 
broadened mandate. 


In collaboration with individuals with 
expertise in the women’s movement, 
Status of Women Canada has undertaken 
nation-wide consultations with those 
interested in women’s equality to receive 
their views on the future direction of the 
department. Specifically, input has been 
sought in three areas: 


* ways to enhance the working relation- 
ship between SWC and organizations 
and individuals interested in the 
advancement of women’s equality; 


+ the development of a new independent 
research capacity to be funded by SWC; 
and 


* the future direction of the Women’s 
Program. 


The first phase of the consultations, which 
took place last fall, examined potential 
models to manage and fund independent 
research. More recently, a series of six 
meetings took place in March, April and 
May 1996 with invited representatives of 
national, regional and local organizations 
and researchers interested in women’s 
equality. These included a pan-Canadian 
meeting in Laval, Quebec, and five region- 
al meetings in Halifax, Vancouver, 
Edmonton, Montreal and Toronto. Groups 
and individuals were also invited to 
respond to a Discussion Paper, distributed 
in March to more than 3000 stakeholders. 
A report on the outcomes of the consulta- 
tions will be made available to interested 
parties in September.

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Moving Forward on Gender-Based Analysis 


he federal government adopted a 
policy in 1995 requiring all its 
_ departments and agencies to con- 
duct gender-based analysis of future poli- 
cies and legislation, where appropriate. 
The policy was announced in Setting the 
Stage for the Next Century: The Federal 
Plan for Gender Equality, released in 
August 1995 (see Perspectives Vol.8, 
No.2). As part of a pilot project designed 
to begin the implementation of gender- 
based analysis throughout the govern- 
ment, Status of Women Canada has 
produced Gender-Based Analysis: A guide 
for policy-making, a hands-on working 
document that federal departments and 
agencies are being encouraged to use and 
to adapt to their own areas of operation. 
Further steps to implement the gender- 
based analysis policy include the 
development of government-wide 
training. 


Gender-based analysis challenges the 
assumption that everyone is affected in 
the same way by policies and 
legislation, regardless of gender and 
despite the differences between women 
and men as a result of their different 

economic circumstances, life expecta- 
tions and social realities. Gender- 
based analysis identifies these 
differences and builds their consider- 

ation into the policy development 
and analysis process in order to 
ensure that policies and legislation 
will have intended and equitable 

results for women and men, boys 
and girls. 


Although Gender-Based Analysis: A guide 
for policy-making was produced 
primarily for use within the federal 
government, there is significant potential 
for the wide-spread application of gender- 
based analysis within other levels of 
government, as well as the private and 
voluntary sectors. Non-governmental 
Organizations, for example, could 
make use of gender-based analysis to 
develop their own policy options and to 
influence government policy-making.

Florence Bird Award 


Karen Levine, executive producer of the

Metropolis Project 


Metropolis is a six-year international 
project to promote interdisciplinary 
research on the effects of immigration on 
urban centres, and to promote the use of 
that research by governments and other 
immigration stakeholders in the develop- 
ment of policies and program aimed at 
integrating immigrants as full members of 
society. 


Canada’s primary contribution to the 
Metropolis project is the creation of four 
Centres of Excellence for Research in 
Immigration and Integration. Announced 
on March 22, 1996, the four centres 
involve Canada’s leading universities and 
academics in Toronto, Montreal, 


Edmonton and Vancouver. The Centres 
are being jointly funded by the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research 


Council of Canada and Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada in collaboration with 
several other federal departments and 
agencies. Status of Women Canada is a 
partner in the Metropolis project because 
of its potential to contribute to a better 
understanding of immigration issues from 
a gender perspective in such areas as the 
integration of immigrant women into the 
paid labour market, best policy practices 
to enable immigrant women to acquire 
English or French language skills, and the 
situation of older immigrant women and 
the effect of government policies on their 
financial security.

At the United Nations 


The UN Commission on the Status of 
Women met in New York March 11-22, 
1996, with an agenda almost entirely 
devoted to follow-up to the Fourth UN 
World Conference on Women held in 
Beijing last September. In her address to 
the meeting, the Honourable Hedy Fry 
dealt with the need to strengthen the 
mandate of the Commission, so it can bet- 
ter act as a catalyst in ensuring 
implementation of the Platform for Action 
adopted at the World Conference, particu- 
larly through the application of 
gender-based analysis across the full 
spectrum of the UN’s policy and program 
development process. At its meeting, the 
Commission focused on three critical 
areas of concern in the Beijing Platform 
for Action: 


+ With respect to women and poverty, 
women’s empowerment and autonomy 
were deemed essential for its eradica- 
tion. It was agreed that women’s 
participation in employment and 
self-employment must be promoted, 
and that their economic and social 
protection during unemployment, 
ill-health, maternity, child-bearing, 
widowhood, disability and in senior 
years, must be ensured. 


In the area of child and dependent care, 
emphasis was placed on the principle of 
equal pay for work of equal value and 
the social and economic importance of 
unpaid work. The Commission called 


for more research and information 
exchange on alimony payment systems, 
time-use surveys of unpaid work, and 
changing attitudes toward the reconcili- 
ation of family and professional life. 


+ With respect to women and the media, 
the Commission urged self-regulation 
and voluntary guidelines to eliminate 
gender-biased programming and to 
encourage non-stereotypical gender 
images. 


The Commission also passed resolutions 
related to the traffic in women and girls, 
violence against women migrant workers, 
and a possible complaints mechanism to 
the UN Convention on the Elimination of 
All Forms of Discrimination Against 
Women. In terms of its mandate to follow- 
up on the commitments made at the 
World Conference on Women, it was 
agreed that the Commission on the Status 
of Women will monitor and assess 
progress on the implementation of the 
Beijing Platform for Action, culminating in 
a review and appraisal in the year 2000. 
The Commission also agreed to further 
develop its role with respect to the main- 
streaming of a gender perspective in UN 
activities.

Habitat Il Update 


The Second United Nations Conference on 
Human Settlements, Habitat Il, being held 
in Istanbul, Turkey June 3-14, 1996, will 
bring together governments, NGOs, the 
private sector and the scientific communi- 
ty to address key issues facing the world’s 
towns and cities (see Perspectives Vol. 8, 
No. 3). At the third and final 
pre-Conference preparatory 
meeting in New York 
February 4-16, 1996, 
substantial progress 
was made in 
promoting the 
incorporation of 
a gender per- 
spective through- 
out the Habitat À 
agenda and the 

Global Plan of 
Action which will 
be agreed upon in 
Istanbul. Efforts led by 
the Canadian delegation 
resulted in strengthened 
references as well as new para- 
graphs on gender equality being 
included in the agenda, in such areas 
as the eradication of legal and social 
barriers to land, the prevention and 
reduction of violence and crime, and 
the eradication of poverty. 


On February 14, 1996, the Conference 
Secretary General, Dr. Wally N’Dow, 
announced the formation of the Huairou 
Commission to serve as the “gender 
conscience” of Habitat Il by advising on 


women’s housing needs and 
related issues prior to, and 
following, the Conference in 
Istanbul. The Huairou

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Parliamentary Update

Criminal Code Amendments 


Legislation amending the Criminal Code 
was tabled in the House of Commons on 
April 18, 1996. Bill C-27 contains the fol- 
lowing measures: 


+ The Code's sections related to child 
prostitution are being changed to 
include: a new mandatory minimum 
prison sentence of five years for those 
convicted of profiting from child prosti- 
tution; provisions to facilitate the arrest 
of those seeking the services of youth 
prostitutes; and measures to make it 
easier for young people to testify 
against their pimps. 


+ To address child sex tourism, the 
Criminal Code is being amended to 
allow courts in Canada to try Canadians 
accused of obtaining, or seeking to 
obtain, sex from a person under 18 in 
another country. 


The Code’s criminal harassment 
(stalking) provisions are also being 
strengthened. Under the proposed 
amendments, anyone who commits a 
murder while stalking will face a first- 
degree murder charge, and violation of 
a restraining order (peace bond) will be 
treated as an aggravating factor in 
sentencing those convicted of stalking. 


The Bill also amends the Criminal Code 
in order to specifically clarify that the 
practice of female genital mutilation is 
a criminal offence in Canada.

Employment Insurance 


Legislation to create a new employment 
insurance system passed third reading in 
the House of Commons on May 14, 1996, 
following review by the Commons 
Standing Committee on Human Resources 
Development. It is currently before the 
Senate. Highlights of the new system 
include tying income benefits more 
closely to earnings, basing benefits on 
hours rather than weeks worked, and a 
new Family Income Supplement which 
will provide additional benefits for 
low-income families with children. In 
addition, anyone who has collected 
regular insurance benefits over the last 
three years, or has collected maternity or 
parental benefits within the last five years, 
will have access to services that will help 
them find jobs. These include wage 
subsidies, earnings supplements, 
self-employment assistance, job-creation 
partnerships, and skills loans and grants.

Canadian Human Rights Act Amended 


Legislation was tabled in the House of 
Commons on April 29, 1996 to add sexual 
orientation to the grounds of discrimina- 
tion prohibited under the Canadian 
Human Rights Act. The Act applies to 
employment and services provided by the 
federal government and federally regulat- 
ed employers such as banks, railways, air- 
lines and telecommunications companies.

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Consultations Update 


A scene from the SWC consultations 


of Women Canada (SWC) consulted 

with representatives of national, 
regional and local women’s organizations, 
researchers and research organizations, 
community, social service and profession- 
al groups, and other groups and individu- 
als committed to women’s equality across 
the country. The purpose of the consulta- 
tions was to seek input on: ways to 
enhance the working relationship between 
SWC and organizations and individuals 
interested in the advancement of women’s 
equality; the development of a new 
Independent Policy Research Fund; and 
the future direction of the Women’s 
Program. 


Bers March and May 1996, Status 


These formal, structured consultations 
with a broad range of organizations and 
individuals committed to women’s equali- 
ty were the first of their kind for Status of 
Women Canada. They were undertaken as 
an important step in building and 
strengthening relationships with those 
committed to women’s equality, on the 
part of both the Secretary of State for the 
Status of Women and SWC. 


There were two ways to participate in the 
consultation process. The first was by invi- 
tation to one of six face-to-face consulta- 
tion sessions (one Pan-Canadian meeting 
and five regional meetings), which were 
held across the country between March 
and May. Secondly, written comment was 
invited in response to a Discussion Paper 
entitled Working Together Towards 
Women’s Equality, which was distributed 
in early March 1996 to over 3,000 groups 
and individuals across Canada concerned 
with equality for women. In total, close to 
400 organizational representatives and 
individuals contributed their time and 
advice to the process, by participating in 
the meetings and/or providing written 
input. The Secretary of State for the Status 
of Women played an active role through- 
out the process. 


The ensuing report contains a summary of 
the input and advice received from consul- 
tation participants, as well as an action 
pian by SWC to implement a large num- 
ber of the suggestions received, beginning 
this fall. 


In broad terms, Status of Women Canada 
heard that the relationship between SWC 
and women’s and other organizations 
committed to women’s equality is impor- 
tant. In response, SWC is making a com- 
mitment to strengthen that relationship by 
enhancing consultation and information 
sharing and by working in a complemen- 
tary way on common objectives. SWC 
heard that there is strong support for an 
Independent Policy Research Fund that 
seeks to advance women’s equality. SWC 
is committed to making this Fund inde- 
pendent, relevant, accessible, inclusive 
and fully operational this year. SWC also 
heard that funding from the Women’s 
Program has been essential to ensuring 
the active participation of women’s 
organizations in making progress on

issues of concern to women. SWC is 
committed to continuing financial and 
technical support to women’s and other 
voluntary organizations committed to 
women’s equality through this Program.

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Independent Policy Research Fund 


ased on input from the recent 
B eonsuttations Status of Women 

Canada has begun implementing an 
Independent Policy Research Fund. The 
Fund is expected to be fully operational by 
the end of this fiscal year. This will 
involve, among other things, setting up a 
five-member external Research Funding 
Committee, whose members will be cho- 
sen on the basis of diversity, and expertise 
in research and women’s equality issues. 
The committee will finalize research priori- 
ties, select research proposals, assess 
final research products for quality control 
prior to dissemination, and approve pro- 
posals for urgent research issues. 


In the meantime, SWC has followed up on 
the policy research priorities identified 
through the consultations. Pensions were 
raised as one important issue. SWC 
co-sponsored a one-day round table on 
the gender implications of Canada 
Pension Plan reform (see elsewhere in this 
issue of Perspectives for details of its 
proceedings). On an interim basis, Status 
of Women Canada is also proceeding with 
the funding of a series of policy research 
projects on the Canada Health and Social 
Transfer (CHST) and women’s access to 
justice. Call letters for research proposals 
on the CHST and its impacts on women, 
and for research proposals related to 
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Independent Policy Research Fund (cont'd) 


women’s access to justice were widely 
distributed to researchers, research 
institutes, women’s organizations and all 
consultation participants, in June and July 
of this year. Nearly 100 proposals from 
across the country were received for both 
call letters. All have been reviewed by 
SWC and external advisors. 


While the selection of proposals for the 
women’s access to justice series is still 
being finalized, the following research 
projects on the impacts of the CHST on 
women have been selected, for a total of 
$158,136.00 in funding (excluding the 
costs of translation, printing and distribu- 
tion): 


Centre for International Statistics, 
Canadian Council for Social Development 
This project will assess the financial 
impact of the introduction of the CHST on 
women receiving social assistance. It will 
result in a detailed profile of women 
receiving social assistance before and 
after the CHST, and will serve as source of 
important and timely baseline informa- 
tion. 


Child Poverty Action Group, Christa 
Freiler, Brigitte Kitchen and Susan 
Silver 

This project will examine the economic 
security of families with children in a post- 
CHST world, through an assessment of 
proposals for national child benefit 
programs. 
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DAWN Canada 

This project will examine the impact of 
block funding on women with disabilities. 
Recommendations based on the research 
results for policies and practices regarding 
the CHST will be presented. 


Gillian Doherty, Martha Friendly, Mab 
Oloman and Julia Mathien 

This project will examine the impact of the 
CHST on the availability and 
affordability of child care services. 
Recommendations for policies and 
practices within the CHST context will be 
presented. 


Two more projects are in the process of 
being finalized: one in British Columbia 
and one in Quebec.

Front row |. to r.: Rosemary Vodrey (Manitoba), Doug Phillips (Yukon), Hedy Fry (Canada) 


anada’s Ministers Responsible for 

the Status of Women concluded 

their 15th annual meeting, held May 
30-31, 1996, in Winnipeg, Manitoba, with 
a strong commitment to continue their 
collaborative efforts to promote economic 
independence and equality for women. 
Acknowledging that analysis of differential 
impact is an important tool for closing the 
gender gap, Ministers approved a propos- 
al to develop indicators to gauge women’s 
progress toward economic equality, to 
better enable different jurisdictions to 
incorporate the reality of women’s 
economic status in economic and social 
policy decision-making. Ministers agreed, 
as well, to work together to promote 
entrepreneurship among women and to 
encourage economic security through the 
development of public education materi- 
als on planning for a secure financial 
future. 


At the meeting, co-hosted by the 
Honourable Hedy Fry, federal Secretary of 
State for the Status of Women, and the 
Honourable Rosemary Vodrey, Minister 
Responsible for the Status of Women for 
Manitoba, Ministers also discussed the 
current review of the Canada Pension 
Plan, and agreed to emphasize within their 
jurisdictions the critical importance of 
having gender implications fully taken into 
account in the context of the Plan’s review. 


With respect to women’s access to the 
justice system, Ministers agreed to 
compile examples of programs and 
services that offer women alternatives to 
the adversarial environment of the courts, 
and better access to the court system in 
resolving family law disputes. Ministers 
also discussed the processes involved in 
enforcing orders for maintenance and 
support when the two parties live in differ- 
ent provinces or territories, and they 
agreed to communicate to their respective 
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Ministers Responsible for the Status of Women Meet (cont'd) 


Ministers of Justice their concern about 
the complexity of these processes and 
the priority they attach to improving the 
system. 


On the issue of violence against women, 
Ministers discussed the need for closer 
collaboration among governments 
to maximize efforts related to prevention, 
intervention and response. They released 
Beyond the Violence: Reaching for Higher 
Ground, a resource guide to violence 
prevention and intervention initiatives and 
best practices, designed to help govern- 
ments and community organizations take 
action against violence. 


The next Federal-Provincial/Territorial 
Meeting of Ministers Responsible for the 
Status of Women is scheduled to take 
place in Nova Scotia in June 1997.

Each funded centre has a broad mandate 
that includes collecting and analyzing 
health information and data, conducting 
research on key women’s health issues, 
providing policy advice to governments 
and health organizations, generating and 
communicating information to a wide 
range of audiences, and building networks 
of individuals and groups involved in 
women’s health locally, nationally, and 
internationally. 


The federal government has established 
the Centres of Excellence for Women's 
Health Program to address inadequacies 
in research related to women’s health in 
Canada. The Centres of Excellence are 
dedicated to improving the health of 
Canadian women by enhancing the health 
system’s understanding of, and respon- 
siveness to, women’s health issues.

Canada Pension Plan Round Table 


Status of Women Canada and the Caledon 
Institute of Social Policy sponsored a 
one-day round table on the gender 
implications of Canada Pension Plan 
reform on May 17, 1996. Representatives 
of a wide range of women’s organizations 
and social advocacy groups from across 
Canada attended the round table, as did 
pension experts and a number of federal 
and provincial officials who observed the 
event. Discussions at the round table 
focused on the gender implications of 
various proposals to change the Canada 
Pension Plan, including options put 
forward in An Information Paper for 
Consultations on the Canada Pension 
Plan, released jointly in February 1996 by 
the federal, provincial and territorial 
governments as part of their public 
consultations related to the Canada 
Pension Plan (see Perspectives Vol. 9, 
No. 1).

Prison for Women Inquiry Update 


On June 4, 1996, the Honourable Herb 
Gray, Solicitor General of Canada, issued 
a response to the report of Madame 
Justice Louise Arbour, appointed in April 
1995 to head a Commission of Inquiry into 
the response to disturbances which 
occurred at the Prison for Women in 
Kingston, Ontario in April 1994 (see 
Perspectives Vol. 8, No. 2). Following 
extensive consultations with key stake- 
holders, including the Canadian 
Association of Elizabeth Fry Societies, the 
Solicitor General announced the imple- 
mentation of the following recommenda- 
tions from Madame Justice Arbour’s 
report: 


+ the appointment of a Deputy 
Commissioner of Women’s Corrections 
(and related organizational and pro- 
gram changes); 


+ that women’s facilities have only female 
front-line workers; 


+ that policies of the Correctional Service 
of Canadian be amended to provide that 
in no case will males participate in, 
or witness, the strip searching of 
women in federally sentenced women’s 
facilities; and 


+ that a “Monitor” be appointed to report 
on the implementation of the cross- 
gender staffing policy.

Canada-US Women’s Health Forum 


Ottawa was the site, August 8 -10, 1996, of 
the first-ever Canada-US Women’s Health 
Forum. Co-sponsored by Canada’s 
Minister of Health, the Honourable David 
Dingwall, and US Secretary of Health and 
Human Services, Donna Shalala, the 
Forum brought together 300 researchers, 
health professionals, academics, and rep- 
resentatives of voluntary and community 
Organizations to share perspectives on 
women’s health issues. Delegates exam- 
ined a range of health concerns common 
to women in both countries, including 
breast cancer, smoking, stress, violence 
against women and health care service 
delivery; compared the programs and 
policies of both countries; and explored 
possible projects on which Canada and 
the United States could work collabora- 


tively. 
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News in Brief (cont'd) 


The first Canada-US Program of Co-opera- 
tion on Women's Health was signed at 
the Forum. It pledges the pursuit of joint 
initiatives involving the governments of 
the two countries and non-governmental 
organizations, in four specific areas: 


+ breast cancer; 


+ information clearinghouses and net- 
works; 


* research, including clinical trials; and 


* smoking prevention focused on girls 
and adolescent women. 


Four core working groups will be 
established to help develop and maintain 
linkages between the two countries in 
these areas. 


Parliamentary Update 


In concert with the Forum, the Honourable 
David Dingwall has announced his 
endorsement of a system of annual report 
cards to assess the state of Canada’s 
health care system, and has announced 
his intention to take action to ensure that 
women are included in the clinical trials of 
new drugs.

Access to Records in Sexual Offence 
Prosecutions 


On June 12, 1996, the Honourable Allan 
Rock, Minister of Justice, introduced 
legislation amending the Criminal Code to 
restrict access to medical, counseling, 
therapeutic and other personal records of 
complainants in sexual offence prosecu- 
tions. The proposed amendments would 
ensure that lawyers for the accused would 
be permitted access to complainants’ per- 
sonal records only under very restricted 
conditions. Applications for access to 
complainants’ records would follow a two- 
stage process, in which the accused would 
have to establish the specific relevancy of 
the records to their defence. For more 
information about Bill C-46, contact:

Reproductive Technologies 


Legislation to create a new Human 
Reproductive and Genetic Technologies 
Act was tabled in the House of Commons 
on June 14, 1996, by the Honourable 
David Dingwall, Minister of Health. Bill 
C-47 seeks to prohibit 13 unacceptable 
uses of new reproductive and genetic 
technologies, including several that are 
derived from the voluntary moratorium 
announced in July 1995 (see Perspectives 
Vol.8, No.3). Prohibited practices include 
those that commercialize reproduction or 
are inconsistent with the principles of

human dignity. They include the buying 
and selling of eggs and sperm, sex 
selection for non-medical reasons, and 
commercial surrogacy. 


At the same time, the Minister of Health 
released a position paper entitled, New 
Reproductive Technologies: Setting 
Boundaries, Enhancing Health, which sets 
out the federal government’s proposed 
policy on the management of new repro- 
ductive and genetic technologies, includ- 
ing a proposed regulatory structure, 
possibly in the form of an agency that 
could develop national standards for the 
uses of reproductive materials in medical 
research and practice, issue licenses 
and otherwise enforce compliance. 
Consultations on the regulatory frame- 
work will be held before further legislation 
is drafted.

High-Risk Offenders Initiative 


Legislation to strengthen the sentencing 
and correctional regime for high-risk 
offenders was introduced in the House of 
Commons on Septemwer 17, 1996. Bill 
C-55 proposes a new long-term offender 


designation aimed at sex offenders, and 
adds a period of supervision of up to 10 
years, following release from prison. The 
legislation would also strengthen the 
dangerous offender provisions in the 
Criminal Code, in relation to indeterminate 
sentences. Finally, the Bill contains a new 
judicial restraint provision which would 
permit the application of controls, includ- 
ing electronic monitoring, to individuals 
considered to be at high risk of commit- 
ting a serious personal injury offence. For

The Women’s Program: Partners for Equality 


This issue of Perspectives launches a new feature focusing on Status of Women Canada’s 
Women's Program. Forthcoming editions will highlight some of the activities supported 
by the Program. This inaugural article provides a brief description of the Women’s 


Program and how it works. 


The Women’s Program was created as 
part of the Department of the Secretary of 
State in 1973, as a result of a recommen- 
dation of the Royal Commission on the 
Status of Women. In its report, the 
Commission recognized the key role 


played by voluntary groups in bringing 
about improvement for women, and 
recommended that the government pro- 
vide support to women’s organizations 
working toward women’s equality. In 
1993, the Women's Program mandate was

renewed on a permanent basis, and it was 
transferred to Human Resources 
Development Canada. On April 1, 1995, 
the Women's Program was integrated 
within Status of Women Canada, as part 
of a consolidation intended to streamline 
and enhance federal government initia- 
tives to promote women’s equality. 


Since its inception, the Women’s Program 
has worked as a catalyst for the building 
of partnerships between and among 
equality-seeking groups and other sectors 
to promote women’s advancement. 


Working with a wide range of women’s 
groups and mainstream institutions, the 
Women’s Program has supported thou- 
sands of activities which have resulted not 
only in increased awareness of women’s 
equality issues, but also in long-term 
changes in policies and programs which 
affect the lives of women, their families 
and communities. An important focus of 
the Women’s Program are activities which 
address the situation of women who 
face multiple barriers, including women 
with disabilities, immigrant women 
and women of colour, lesbians, women 
living in rural and isolated areas, low- 
income women, Aboriginal women, and 
Francophone women living in a minority 
situation. 


The current objectives of the Women’s 
Program are as follows: 


+ increase public understanding of 
women’s equality issues in order to 
encourage action; 


* promote the organizational develop- 
ment of women’s groups in order to 
increase their effectiveness in working 
towards equality for women; 


* promote action by institutions to 
incorporate women’s equality issues 
into their decision-making structures, 
policies and programs. 


Women’s Program technical and financial 
assistance is available to women’s and 
other voluntary organizations for activities 
which will advance equality for women in 
Canadian society. The Women’s Program 
currently provides financial assistance for 
eligible activities which address identified 
issues and meet one or more of the 
Women’s Program’s objectives. 


In response to what was heard at the 
consultations undertaken from March to 
May 1996, work has begun on a review of 
the funding guidelines for the Women’s 
Program. This revision will take into 
account comments made by consultation 
participants on new and existing funding 
mechanisms, priority issues and eligibility 
criteria, within the context of broader 
federal government goals. The Program 
will also be investigating ways of helping 
Organizations committed to women’s 
equality to share information and to gain 
access to other funding sources. 
Evaluation tools and processes will also 
be developed in collaboration with 
women’s organizations. Any changes to 
the funding mechanisms of the Women’s 
Program wili be discussed with affected 
organizations before implementation, and 
organizations will be provided sufficient 
lead time to consider the changes in 
developing future plans. The revised 
Women’s Program framework and funding 
guidelines will be ready for implementa- 
tion beginning in fiscal year 1997-98. 
Future editions of Perspectives will report 
on developments.

Habitat Il 


The United Nations Conference on Human 
Settlements (Habitat Il) was held in 
Istanbul, Turkey, June 3-14, 1996 (see 
Perspectives Vol.8, No.3, and Vol.9, No.1). 
It concluded with the consensus adoption 
by all 171 participating states of the 
Habitat Agenda: Goals, Principles, 
Commitments and the Global Plan of 
Action, aimed at guiding local, national 
and international efforts to achieve the 
conference goals of adequate shelter for 
all and sustainable human settlements in 
an urbanizing world. 


A key element of the Habitat Agenda and 
Global Plan of Action is the recognition 
that the empowerment of women and 
their full and equal participation in politi- 
cal, social and economic life are essential 
to achieving sustainable human settle- 
ments. Gender perspectives and concerns 
have been integrated into almost every 
area of the Habitat Agenda, to a great 
extent based on language introduced by 
Canada. Included is a Commitment on 
Gender Equality, which sets the gender 
equality framework for all actions in the 
Global Plan of Action and commits gov- 
ernments and other stakeholders to inte- 
grate gender perspectives into legislation, 
policies, programs and projects related to 
human settlements. Agreement was also 
reached on the need to support communi- 
ty projects, policies and programs that 
aim to remove all barriers to women’s 
access to affordable housing, land and 
property ownership, infrastructure and 
social services; the fostering of economic 
policies that improve employment and 
income for women workers in both formal 
and informal sectors; and reforms to give 


women full and equal access to economic 
resources, including the right to inheri- 
tance and the ownership of land.

World Congress on the Commercial 
Sexual Exploitation of Children 


Over 119 countries participated in the first- 
ever World Congress on the Commercial 
Sexual Exploitation of Children, held 
August 27-31, 1996, in Stockholm, 
Sweden. Canada’s delegation was led by 
the Honourable Lloyd Axworthy, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, 
and the Honourable Hedy Fry, Secretary of 
State for the Status of Women. 


The Declaration and Agenda for Action 
adopted at the Congress commits the 
signatories to a global partnership against 
the commercial sexual exploitation of 
children. It calls upon all states, in co- 
operation with national and international 
organizations and civil society to: 


+ accord high priority to action against 
the commercial sexual exploitation 
of children and allocate adequate 
resources for this purpose; 


* promote stronger co-operation between 
governments and all sectors of society 
to prevent children from entering the 
sex trade and to strengthen the role of 
families in protecting children against 
commercial sexual exploitation;

* criminalize the commercial sexual 
exploitation of children, as well as other 
forms of sexual exploitation of children, 
and condemn and penalize all those 
offenders involved, whether local or 
foreign; 


* enforce laws, policies and programs 
to protect children from commercial 
sexual exploitation and strengthen 
communication and co-operation 
among law enforcement authorities; 


+ develop and implement comprehensive 
gender-sensitive plans and programs to 
prevent the commercial sexual exploita- 
tion of children, to protect and assist the 
child victims and to facilitate their 
recovery and reintegration into society; 
and 


* create a climate through education, 
social mobilization, and development 
activities to ensure that parents and 
others legally responsible for children 
are able to fulfill their rights, duties and 
responsibilities to protect their children 
from commercial sexual exploitation. 


As well as being a party to international 
commitments to protect the rights of 
children, Canada, through the Canadian 
International Development Agency, has 
supported a variety of local initiatives in 
the developing world aimed at promoting 
children’s rights, providing protection and 
education, and assisting the victims of 
the sex trade. In April 1996, the federal 
government introduced Bill C-27, which 
amends the Criminal Code to permit the 
prosecution of Canadians accused of 
obtaining or seeking to obtain sex from a 
person under 18 in another country (see 
Perspectives Vol.9, No.1).

Fifth Commonwealth Meeting of 
Women’s Affairs Ministers 


The Honourable Hedy Fry, Secretary of 
State for the Status of Women, will head 
Canada’s delegation to the Fifth 
Commonwealth Meeting of Women’s 
Affairs Ministers, to be held November 
25-28, 1996, in Trinidad and Tobago. 
Commonwealth Ministers Responsible for 
Women’s Affairs have been meeting every 
three years since 1985. They met in 
Ottawa in 1990. 


A key item on the agenda is the imple- 
mentation of the 1995 Commonwealth 
Plan of Action on Gender and 
Development. The Plan of Action aims to 
accelerate the achievement of women’s 
empowerment, with an emphasis on 
mainstreaming gender issues into the 
whole spectrum of decision-making, 
through such processes as developing 
gender management systems and 
strengthening women’s machinery. The 
Plan of Action also identifies a set of 
15 interrelated priority issues related to 
political and human rights, and social and 


economic development. Ly 
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Sources and Resources 


Status of Women Canada has released 
two research papers commissioned by the 
former Canadian Advisory Council on the 
Status of Women (CACSW). From the 
Reserve to the City: Amerindian Women 
in Quebec Urban Centres, written by Lise 
Gill, reviews the situation of Aboriginal 
women in Quebec who have left their 
home communities to live in urban 
centres. The study flags key concerns of 
Aboriginal women in Quebec, such as 
poverty, child care, violence, health issues 
and self-government. A Place to Call 
One’s Own: New Voices of Dislocation 
and Dispossession, written by Dr. Sylvia 
Novac, identifies the housing conditions 
and needs of immigrant women and racial 
minority women. One of the first housing 
studies to focus on both gender and race 
as central variables, the study examines 
instances of inequality and discrimination 
in the Canadian housing system, as well 
as the effects of immigration policy on the 
housing conditions of immigrant women.

Women’s needs and concerns matter to 
all of us.

Neither are women a homogeneous 
group. Women’s circumstances and 
perspectives can be very diverse. Some 
women face multiple barriers to the 
achievement of equality, because of their 
race, age, disability, ethnicity, sexual 
orientation or socio-economic condition.

Federal Budget Highlights 


his fourth Budget to the House of 
& Commons on February 18, 1997. With 
the twinned goals of strengthening the 
Canadian economy to create more jobs, 
and strengthening Canadian society by 
preserving the programs that sustain the 
well-being of its people, the 1997 federal 
Budget makes investments in Canada’s 
future in several areas of importance to 
women.

Children 


The alleviation of child poverty has been a 
priority issue in discussions of Canada’s 
social services ministers over the past 


three months. Having achieved the agree- 
ment of both levels of government for a 
single, co-ordinated family income benefit 
aimed at poor children, the 1997 federal 
Budget lays the foundation for a national 
child benefit system offering an equal 
level of support for all low-income 
families, on which the provinces can build. 
Discussions with the provinces on the 
details of design and delivery of the 
program are continuing. The Budget's 
announcements in this area include: 


¢ allocation of an additional $600 million 
in new federal funds, as of July 1998 
at the latest, for a new Canada Child 
Tax Benefit which will provide a total of

$6 billion in federal funds annually to 
Canadian families. Eligible families 
include those working and those 
receiving social assistance; 


+ to facilitate the move to the new 
national child benefit system, the 
Working Income Supplement will be 
enriched by $195 million as of July 1, 
1997, to benefit over 700,000 families 
who earn up to $26,000 per year, 
one-third of whom are headed by single 
parents, the majority women. The 
allocation of the Supplement will also 
be changed to reflect the number of 
children in the family. 


Health 


In his Budget speech, the Honourable 
Paul Martin confirmed the government's 
ongoing and unequivocal commitment 
to protect medicare, and to work in 
partnership with the provinces to improve 
and strengthen Canada’s health care 
system. The Budget’s specific health- 
related measures include: 


+ launch of a federal Health Transition 
Fund to help the provinces undertake 
pilot projects to investigate new 
and better approaches to health care, 
including home care and drug 
coverage; 


+ establishment of a new Canada Health 
Information Service to provide 
health-care providers with timely access 
to quality health information; 


* increasing by $100 million the current 
federal funding provided to two 
community-based programs directed at 
improving the health of children: the 
Canada Prenatal Nutrition Program that 
promotes the birth of healthy babies 
among high-risk pregnant women, and 
the Community Action Program that 
supports community group activities 
that address the needs of children at 
risk. 


Persons with disabilities 


The following are among the Budget 
measures designed to support persons 
with disabilities in their efforts to secure 
equal citizenship: 


¢ tax changes including broadening the 
list of expenses eligible for the medical 
expense tax credit and allowing eligible 
expenses for moving to accessible 
housing; eliminating the limit on the 
deduction for attendant care expenses; 
introduction of a refundable tax credit 
for low-income working Canadians with 
high medical expenses; and the elimina- 
tion of customs duty on all goods 
designed for use by persons with 
disabilities; 


* establishment of a $30 million 
Opportunities Fund which will operate 
in partnership with non-governmental 
organizations to generate innovative 
projects to reduce the barriers to 
economic participation faced by 
persons with disabilities. 
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Federal Budget Highlights (cont'd) 


Charitable donations 


The Budget includes measures to help 
smaller charities such as women’s shelters 
and food banks to solicit donations on the 
same basis as museums and universities 
that have Crown foundation status: 


¢ the allowable amount of donations for 
which the Charitable Tax Credit can be 
claimed will be raised to 75 per cent of 
income and will be uniformly applied to 
all charities. 


Education 


The Budget invests in Canada’s future 
economic success with measures related 
to education, including: 


* a 31 per cent increase in the budget of 
the National Literacy Secretariat (to 
$29.3 million in 1997-1998) to help more 
Canadians make the transition to the 
knowledge-based economy; 


¢ to help students with their living 
expenses while attending vocational 
school, college or university, the 
amount used to establish the Education 
Credit will be increased to $150 a month 
immediately and to $200 a month in 
1998. As well, the Tuition Tax Credit will 
be extended to cover mandatory ancil- 
lary fees imposed by post-secondary 
institutions. To cover students or their 
parents who cannot take full advantage 
of the Education and Tuition Tax 
Credits, the tax rules will be changed to 
permit students to carry forward 
unused credits to be offset against 
future income; 


+ extension from 18 to 30 months in the 
period of time in which students will be 
able to defer payment on their student 
loans; 


* annual contribution limits to Registered 
Education Savings Plans (RESPs) will be 
doubled to $4,000; as well, individuals 
will be allowed to transfer unused RESP 
income into RRSPs. 


Jobs and growth 


To provide Canada’s women and men with 
the confidence and tools they need to take 
advantage of the opportunities of the 
evolving future economy, the Budget 
offers the following measures: 


+ establishment of the Canada 
Foundation for Innovation to support 
the modernization of research 
infrastructure related to health, environ- 
ment, science and engineering at 
Canada’s hospitals, colleges and 
universities; 


* expansion of the Community Access 
Program to connect rural communities 
to the Internet.

Gladys Cook of Portage la Prairie,

An Elder of the Dakota First Nation, she 
has overcome many difficult life situations 
to become a strong advocate for the 
well-being of Aboriginal women. Using 
the wisdom gained from her own 
experiences, she is a tireless community 
activist who has given of her compassion 
as generously as her time, particularly 
on behalf of the victims of violence and 
alcohol and substance abuse.

Dr. Katie Cooke of Victoria, British 
Columbia 


As a public servant, researcher and 
community leader, she has devoted five 
decades to promoting the equality of 
women. The first President of the 
Canadian Advisory Council on the Status 
of Women, she played a catalytic role 
in influencing the implementation of the 
recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on the Status of Women. 
Chair of the federal Task Force on Child 
Care, and a founding member ofthe

inspiring mentor, who continues to this 
day in efforts she pioneered to identify 
situations of inequality and to find innova- 
tive solutions to the discrimination faced 
by women. 


Mary Eberts of Toronto, Ontario 


She has demonstrated her steadfast 
commitment to improving the status of 
women in her community activities, as 
well as throughout her legal career. The 
co-founder of the women’s Legal 
Education and Action Fund (LEAF) and the 
Canadian Women’s Foundation, she was 
also the Ontario co-chair of the Canadian 
Bar Association Task Force on Gender 
Equality. Her efforts and considerable 
energy have focused on a wide spectrum 
of women’s equality issues, including pay 
equity, violence against women, women’s 
athletics, pornography and prostitution, 
midwifery and the situation of domestic 
workers. 


Dr. Margaret Gillett of Île-des-Soeurs,

Working within an often skeptical and 
hostile environment, she succeeded in her 
ground-breaking efforts to have women’s 
studies acknowledged as a legitimate field 
of study at Canadian universities, as well 


as contributing to the body of knowledge 
related to women’s historical contribu- 
tions to Canada. Active in her local 
community in advancing women’s 
equality issues, she has also played 
a prominent part in international 
activities to promote the role of women 
in development. 


Jeannette Marcoux of Dieppe, New 
Brunswick 


A champion of the aspirations of Acadian 
women, she was the guiding force in 
the establishment of Les Dames d’Acadie 
across New Brunswick, and was 
among the first to campaign for the 
representation of Acadian women 
in national francophone women’s 
organizations. A prominent proponent of 
the creation of the New Brunswick 
Advisory Council on the Status of Women, 
and active in efforts related to women’s 
empowerment and education, she also 
oversaw the publication of an anthology 
of the achievements of Acadian pioneer 
women, launched during the International 
Summit of Acadian Women held in New 
Brunswick in 1994.

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Child Sex Tourism Round Table 


he Honourable Hedy Fry hosted a 
Round Table on Child Sex Tourism in 
Vancouver on December 6, 1996, as 
a follow up to the World Congress on the 
Commercial Sexual Exploitation of 
Children, held in Stockholm, Sweden in 
August 1996 (see Perspectives Vol. 9, 
No. 2). Attended by representatives of the 
travel and tourism industries and 
non-governmental organizations, the 
Round Table focused on international 
issues and specific actions, such as public 
education, aimed at preventing the sexual 
exploitation of children, an international 
industry that involves an estimated 
one million child prostitutes in Asia and 
thousands more in Latin America and 
Africa. 


Canada has taken firm measures by 
working with the United Nations 
Commission on Human Rights on the 
development of an optional protocol to 
the Convention of the Rights of the Child, 
which will require countries to criminalize 
child prostitution, the sale of children and 


child pornography and to extend 
their jurisdiction extra-territorially. 
The requirements of the protocol are 
consistent with domestic legislation the 
federal government introduced last 
year through Bill C-27, to allow for 
the prosecution of Canadian citizens and 
permanent residents who engage in 
commercial sexual activities with children 
while abroad (see “Parliamentary Update” 
in this issue of Perspectives). 


Participants at the Round Table in 
Vancouver agreed that private-sector 
actions, combined with strong legislation 
and enforcement by governments, have a 
key role to play in the prevention of child 
sex tourism. Their suggestions for action 
and public education included research 
to better understand the causes of 
child sex tourism, and the production of 
educational materials on the issue, such 
as a brochure for wide circulation as an 
insert in travel documents. Q 


News in Brief 


National Forum on Health 


The National Forum on Health presented 
its final report to the Prime Minister 
on February 4, 1997. Concluding that 
changes need to be made to Canada's 
medicare system in order to make it 
more responsive to both the evolving 
environment and the needs of Canadians, 
and to make better use of existing 
resources, the Forum has made a number 
of recommendations related to the 
funding and structure of medicare, 
especially in the areas of primary care, 
home care and medically necessary drugs. 


The National Forum on Health was 
established in October 1994, to consult 
with Canadians and to return with advice 
for the federal government on ways to 
improve the health system and the health 
of Canada's people. In its final report, 
the Forum has proposed new ways of 
investing society's resources to improve 
the health prospects of Canadians, to 
ensure that the health care system 
can continue to offer quality care and 
universal access. Other specific recom- 
mendations include the restructuring of 
the organization, funding and delivery of 
primary care services; funding the care, 
rather than the provider or site; and taking

steps to bring home care and prescription 
drugs under the umbrella of the publicly 
funded health care system. 


The Forum’s final report is supported by a 
companion volume of four synthesis 
papers and single-issue papers on 
women’s health, Aboriginal health and 
pharmaceuticals.

Ontario and Quebec Breast Implant Study 


On November 15, 1996, Health Canada 
announced the beginning of the first 
phase of the Ontario and Quebec Breast 
Implant Study. In this phase, which will 
focus on the risk of cancer, 40,000 women 
from Ontario and Quebec who received 
breast implants between 1974 and 1989, 
will be identified and compared, first, to a 
group of 20,000 women who received 
other elective cosmetic surgery in the 
same surgical practices, and second, to 
the general female population of Canada. 
The study will estimate the subsequent 
cancer incidence, death and survival rates 
among women with breast implants. The 
study is being conducted by Health 
Canada researchers, in collaboration with 
Laval University and the Ontario Cancer 
Treatment and Research Foundation. 


Planning for phase two, which will 
examine the risk of connective tissue 
disorders, specified cancers and other 
health problems associated with breast 
implants, will begin in 1997. Further 
information can be obtained from 
the study’s toll-free information line at 
1-888-377-0477, or via the Internet at:

Thérèse F.-Casgrain Fellowship 


The 1996 Thérèse F.-Casgrain Fellowship 
for Research on Women and Social 
Change in Canada has been awarded to 
Université de Montréal nursing sciences 
professor Bilkis Vissandjée. Dr. Vissandjée 
will use the $40,000 award to complete a 
study of traditional practices affecting the 
physical and mental health of women, 
specifically the mutilation of female 
genital organs, and of the impact of such 
practices on the female immigrant 
community in Quebec. 


The Thérese F.-Casgrain Fellowship is 
offered every second year through a 
national competition administered by the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council on behalf of the Thérèse 
F.-Casgrain Foundation. The Foundation 
was established in 1982 to perpetuate the 
memory of Senator Thérèse F.-Casgrain 
by continuing her work in the field of 
social justice and the advancement of 
women.

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Parliamentary Update 


This Perspectives feature reports on the progress of federal legislation affecting women, 
as well as the work of Parliamentary Committees on issues of interest to women. 


The House of Commons adjourned on December 13, 1996, having completed its Fall 
sitting which began on September 16. Proceedings resumed on February 3, 1997. 


Criminal Code Amendments 


Bill C-27, legislation amending the 
Criminal Code to address the issues of 
child prostitution, child sex tourism, 
female genital mutilation and criminal 
harassment (see Perspectives Vol. 9, 
No. 1), was reviewed by the Standing 
Committee on Justice and Legal Affairs 
and referred back to the House of 
Commons on December 5, 1996 for third 
and final reading. 


Divorce Act (child support) 


Bill C-41, amending the Divorce Act (child 
support) was passed by the House of 
Commons on November 18, 1996, and 
passed by the Senate on February 13, 
1997. Announced as part of the 1996 
Budget, the new Child Support Strategy 
is designed to protect the interests of 
children and to ensure that parents live up 
to their responsibilities for child support 
payments (see Perspectives, Vol. 9, No. 1). 
The Strategy was developed as a result of 
work undertaken by several departments, 
including Status of Women Canada, and 
extensive consultations conducted by the 
Federal/Provincial/ Territorial Family Law 
Committee and the federal Task Group on 
the Task Treatment of Child Support. 


Parole Eligibility 


Significant amendments to section 745.6 
of the Criminal Code (Bill C-45), received 
Royal Assent on December 18, 1996, and 
came into force on January 9, 1997. 
Under this legislation, offenders who have 
been convicted of murder or high treason 
no longer have an automatic right to a 
section 745.6 jury hearing to review their 
parole ineligibility period. Offenders who 
have served 15 years of their sentence 
may apply for a judicial review, but the 
section 745.6 jury, composed of members 
of the community, must now reach a 
unanimous decision before an offender's 
parole ineligibility period is shortened. 
Offenders who commit multiple murders 
no longer have the right to apply. 


High-Risk Offenders Initiative 


Bill C-55, which proposes to strengthen 
the sentencing and correctional regime 
for high-risk offenders (see Perspectives, 
Vol. 9, No. 2), was referred to the Standing 
Committee on Justice and Legal Affairs 
for detailed review on October 7, 1996.

Gun Control Regulations Introduced 


On November 27, 1996, Minister of Justice 
Allan Rock tabled new gun control 
regulations in the House of Commons. 
Developed through extensive consulta- 
tions with victims of violence, health 
professionals, businesses, police, Chief 
Firearms Officers, women’s organizations, 
Aboriginal groups, industry groups and 
firearms users, the regulations govern 
everything from the storage to the 
transportation of firearms, and provide an 
effective administrative framework for the 
Firearms Act, the comprehensive package 
of gun control legislation which received 
Royal Assent on December 5, 1995 (see 
Perspectives Vol. 8, Nos. 2 and 3). 
Important elements of the new gun 
control law are already in effect, including 
increased criminal penalties for those who 
use guns in the commission of a crime. 
Other sections, such as those related to 
gun licensing and registration, will come 
into effect in early 1998. 


A major goal of the proposed regulations 
is to prevent an escalation in violence 
in already difficult or abusive domestic 
situations. Before anyone is issued a 
licence to acquire a gun, current or former 
spouses or common-law partners will 
have the opportunity to voice any 
concerns they may have for themselves 
or others. In addition, two people other 
than a spouse must sign a statement 
confirming that the applicant is not a 
danger to himself or herself or to the 
public.

Reproductive Technologies 


Legislation to create a new Human 
Reproductive and Genetic Technologies 
Act (Bill C-47), tabled in the House of 
Commons in June 1996, was referred to 
the Standing Committee on Health on 
November 5, 1996, for further study. The 
Minister of Health has released a position 
paper on the government’s proposed 
policy on the management of new 
reproductive and genetic technologies 
entitled, New Reproductive Technologies: 
Setting Boundaries, Enhancing Health (see 
Perspectives Vol. 9, No. 2). To obtain

This continuing Perspectives feature focuses on Status of Women Canada’s Women’s 


Program and its activities. 


One of the priority issues being addressed 
by Status of Women Canada (SWC) is 
women’s economic autonomy. As the 
cornerstone of women’s equality, 
economic autonomy offers women a 
measure of independence and the ability 
to make choices in all aspects of their 
personal lives. 


As part of the Women’s Program goal 
to encourage women’s’ economic 
independence, SWC's Quebec Region 
invited 20 women’s groups active in 
women’s non-traditional employment to 
share their experiences, to speak of 
successful strategies, and to explore the 
barriers still facing women and girls in 
accessing non-traditional employment as 
well as to identify the means to overcome 
those barriers. The one-day meeting was 
held on December 4, 1996 in Quebec City. 


Marguerite Surprenant of the Comité 
femmes et développement régional 
(Mauricie - Bois-Francs), Thérèse Belley of 
the Corporation Accès Travail femmes 
du Saguenay, Christiane Tessier of 
Centre-Étape (Quebec City), and Claire

with non-traditional employment, high- 
lighting a number of winning strategies 
and the pitfalls to be avoided. The session 
also included presentations by Nicole 
Lambert, a researcher at the Université de 
Montréal and a consultant on employment 
equity and pay equity, and Denis Gagnon, 
an economist with Human Resources 
Development Canada. 


The presentations were followed by 
afternoon workshops, from which 
two strategies emerged: the need for 
networking among women's groups 
to address the barriers women face 
in accessing non-traditional employment, 
and the usefulness of developing 
partnerships with employers and 
other socio-economic stakeholders to 
ensure opportunities for women in 
non-traditional employment. 


Further action is being taken to achieve 
these strategies. One of the groups which 
made a presentation of its successful 
experience, has obtained key funding 
from provincial and federal bodies to 
continue its work in overcoming barriers 
to women’s participation in non-traditional 
occupations. Another is undertaking 
concrete work to follow up on the conclu- 
sions of the December 4 session. Another 
project resulting from the session is being 
directed toward career advisors to do 
more to encourage girls to undertake 
studies in non-traditional fields.

Progress on the Selection of the Research 
Funding Committee 


Status of Women Canada has been 
proceeding with the selection of the 
external Research Funding Committee 
which will play a key role in the overall 
operations of the Independent Policy 
Research Fund (see Perspectives 
Vol. 9, No. 2). A one-time Nominating 
Committee met on January 30, 1997 to 
review the 28 nominations to the Research 
Funding Committee received from 
researchers, women’s organizations and 
other equality-seeking groups. Future 
issues of Perspectives will announce the 
names of those selected to serve on the 
Committee and will report on its activities. 


Research Projects 


Following up on the policy research 
priorities identified in the course of its 
consultations with women’s groups and 
the research community in 1996, Status of 
Women Canada is proceeding with a 
series of policy research projects on the 
Canada Health and Social Transfer (CHST) 
and women’s access to justice (see 
Perspectives Vol.9, No.2). 


The selection process for the access to 
justice projects has been finalized, and the 
following research projects have been 
selected for funding: 


+ Baujke Miedema and Sandra Wachholz 
Access to Justice for Abused Immigrant 
Women 
This project will identify, from the 
perspective of immigrant women, a set of 
realistic policy actions and services 
to make the criminal justice system and 
justice-related services more accessible 
for abused immigrant women. 


Ann Robinson and Sandi Kirby 
Lesbian Struggles for Human Rights in 
Canada 

This interprovincial research project 
(Manitoba and Quebec) will examine 
the struggles for human rights of 
lesbians with partners and/or children. Of 
particular interest are the socio-legal 
aspects of discrimination on the basis 
of marital status, custody/adoption 
and access to social benefits. With the 
assistance of activists and researchers, 
the authors will develop recommenda- 
tions for policy change at the provincial, 
territorial and federal levels. 


Katherine Lippel and Diane Demers 
The Implications of Béliveau-St-Jacques 
for Women 

The Supreme Court's decision in Béliveau 
v. St-Jacques has implications for women 
victims of sexual harassment. The 
research team will examine these 
implications as well as next steps and 
political action to be taken to follow up on 
the issue. The authors will describe the 
impact of the ruling on women who are 
victims of sexual harassment and 
examine the importance of having an 
extensive knowledge of the current 
practices in this area, in order to propose, 
if indicated, legislative amendments or 
policy changes. 


National Association of Women and 
the Law 

Civil Legal Aid Services for Poor Women 
in Canada 

The researchers will undertake a review 
and assessment of the legal aid needs of 
poor women in Canada. The study 
will include interviews and focus 
groups with poor women and legal 
activists in selected Canadian cities. 
Recommendations will be developed 
concerning the types of principles that 
should govern legal aid services for poor 
women. >

* Equality Matters! Consulting 

A Critical Analysis of Alternate Dispute 
Resolution/Mediation Services for 
Women in Canada 

This research will examine the design 
and delivery of alternate dispute 
resolution services and practices 
in Canada from a critical feminist 
perspective, with a specific focus on 
mediation services. Included will be 
recommendations to assist policy-makers, 
administrators, service providers and 
women’s advocates working to ensure 
that the design and delivery of alternate 
dispute resolution services respect 
women’s equality rights and their 
concomitant right of access to substantive 
justice. 


Since the last issue of Perspectives, 
funding has been finalized for two further 
research projects on the Canada Health 
and Social Transfer and its implications 
for women: 


* Sheila Day and Gwen _ Brodsky 
This study will examine whether Bill C-76, 
which creates the Canada Health and 
Social Transfer and repeals the Canada 
Assistance Plan Act, complies with 
Canada’s commitments to women’s 
equality as expressed in domestic and 
international human rights instruments. 
The study will consider whether current 
interpretations of the right to equality can 
address the economic dimensions 
of women’s inequality. It will also 
identify strategies for enhancing the 
accountability of economic and social 
policy decision-makers to commitments 
to women’s equality. 


+ Denyse Côté, Francine Saillant, Marielle 
Tremblay, Nancy Guberman and 
Association féminine d’éducation et 
d’action sociale {AFÉAS) 

The purpose of this research is to 
document and analyze the impact on 
women of the shift toward ambulatory 
care and the social economy measures 
currently being implemented throughout 
Quebec. Through interviews in five 
regions in Quebec, the research aims to 


assess the effects of these reforms on 
women's access to paid employment, as 
well as the unpaid work they do. The 
researchers will propose solutions to the 
problems encountered by women and will 
address the relevance of trends in Quebec 
in relation to those observed elsewhere in 
Canada. 


Researcher-in-Residence 


As one of several innovative activities 
undertaken by Status of Women Canada 
to address its expanded research 
mandate, a pilot researcher-in-residence 
project has been undertaken for January 
to July 1997. 


The project is intended to enable a 
researcher with strong links to both 
community and academic feminist 
research networks to work within 
Status of Women Canada on particular 
research problems and issues related 
to methodology, review, ethics and 
evaluation. At the pilot project’s 
conclusion, Status of Women Canada and 
the researcher will evaluate the project 
and make recommendations for a possible 
successor. 


Status of Women Canada’s first 
researcher-in-residence is Sandra Kirby, 
PhD, a professor from the University of 
Winnipeg and Past President of the 
Canadian Research Institute for the 
Advancement of Women (CRIAW). A 
noted research methodologist, Dr. Kirby 
has recently completed, with Dr. Lorraine 
Greaves, research entitled, “Foul Play: 
Sexual Harassment and Abuse in Sport.”

Commonwealth Women’s Affairs 


Ministers Meet 


Commonwealth Ministers Responsible for 
Women's Affairs called upon member 
governments and the international 
community to integrate gender issues into 
all aspects of their policies and programs, 
during their fifth meeting, held November 
25-28, 1996, in Port of Spain, Trinidad. 


The meeting, under the theme 
“Engendering the Agenda,” also resulted 
in recommendations for improved 
measures to integrate gender into macro- 
economic policies; for the increased 
participation of women in politics and 
conflict resolution; for strengthening 
national machineries for women; and for 
more effective implementation of all 
international human rights instruments, 
particularly those related to violence 
against women. 


Canada’s delegation to the meeting was 
headed by the Honourable Hedy Fry, and 
included two NGO delegates: Ceta 
Ramkhalawansingh, a former President of 
MATCH International and Canadian liaison 
with the NGO Commonwealth Women’s 
Network, and Michéle Rouleau, former 
President of the Association des femmes 
autochtones du Québec. 


Throughout the meeting, Ministers 
stressed the importance of governments 
working collaboratively with NGOs in 
implementing the 1995 Commonwealth 
Plan of Action on Gender and 
Development. A Forum of the NGO 
Commonwealth Women’s Network was 
held in parallel to the meeting, attended 
by some 60 delegates from around the 
world, including five from Canada. The 
NGO Commonwealth Women’s Network 
also launched its Web site, www.tidco.tt, 
where more information on the results of 
the Forum is available. 


Commonwealth Women’s Affairs 
Ministers meet every three years: their 
next meeting will take place in India 
in 1999. 


At the United Nations 
Canada Tables CEDAW Report 


Canada presented its third and fourth 
reports under the United Nations 
Convention on the Elimination of All 
Forms of Discrimination Against Women 
(CEDAW) on January 22, 1997. Louise 
Bergeron-de Villiers, Co-ordinator of 
Status of Women Canada, led Canada’s 
delegation to the meeting of the 
Committee on the Elimination of 
Discrimination Against Women at United 
Nations headquarters in New York.

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Canada’s third and fourth reports 
cover the period January 1987 to March 
1994, and detail Canada’s progress 
in implementing the Convention's 
provisions. Canada was one of the first 
countries to ratify the Convention in 1981. 
There are currently 154 States Parties to 
the Convention, over two-thirds of the 
UN’s member countries.

WomenWatch 


WomenWatch is a joint project of the 
three entities in the UN system specifically 
mandated to focus on women’s issues, 
i.e., the Division for the Advancement 
of Women (DAW), the UN Development 
Fund for Women (UNIFEM) and the 
International Training and Research 
Institute for Women (INSTRAW). 
As a follow-up to the Fourth UN World 
Conference on Women held in 
Beijing, China in September 1995, the 
WomenWatch project has been examining 
the various ways women and women’s 
groups can expand their capacity to use 
the information superhighway to network 
with interested individuals and organiza- 
tions around the world. An expert 
workshop convened by WomenWatch 
in June 1996 resulted in recommendations 
for the development of electronic 
information networks to make information 
and data on global women’s issues 
more widely available in a cost-effective 
manner. Initiatives include the develop- 
ment of Web sites and the promotion 
of the use of computer information 
technology among women around the 
world.

FEMMED-WOMMED Network 


One of the critical areas identified by the 
United Nations as essential to women’s 
equality is the need to mobilize the media 
to promote women’s positive contribu- 
tions to society. As a prelude to the Fourth 
World Conference on Women, the UN 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) sponsored an 
international symposium, Women and the 
Media: Access to Expression and 
Decision-Making, held in Toronto in the 
spring of 1995 (see Perspectives Vol. 8, 
No. 1). The symposium resulted in the 
adoption of the Toronto Platform for 
Action on women and the media, and was 
the catalyst for the formation of the 
FEMMED-WOMMED Network. Made up 
of women and men who are working 
together to ensure women’s equal access 
to expression and decision-making in and 
by the media, the Network is dedicated to 
the implementation of the Toronto 
Platform for Action locally, nationally and 
internationally. 


At its 28th General Conference in October 
1996, UNESCO unanimously adopted 
the Toronto Platform for Action and 
approved its recommendations on the 
framework of the FEEMMED-WOMMED 
Network. UNESCO is making it possible 
for the Network to publish a bulletin 
three times a year, and will otherwise 
facilitate the Network’s activities. For more 
information about the Network and the 
Toronto Platform for Action, contact:

Metropolis Update 


Metropolis is a six-year international 
project to promote interdisciplinary policy 
research on the effects of immigration on 
urban centres (see Perspectives, Vol. 9, 
No. 1). The project aims to provide policy- 
makers at all levels of government, 
and community and business leaders, 
with solid information on which to anchor 
their policy ideas, thus integrating 
research more systematically into policy 
development related to immigration and 
integration. The first International 
Metropolis Conference, held in Milan, 
Italy, November 13-15, 1996, was attended 
by 20 countries, four international 
organizations and over 300 participants. 
At the Conference, five collective policy 
research priorities were established to 
guide the Metropolis project: labour 
market operations and economic 
participation; the social and economic 
consequences of spatial concentration; 
social, economic and transgenerational 


mobility; the role of institutions; and the 
promotion of tolerance and social 
cohesion. 


The federal government has contributed 
to the Metropolis project through the 
creation of four Centres of Excellence for 
Research in Immigration and Integration, 
located in Toronto, Vancouver, Montreal 
and Edmonton. The Edmonton Centre of 
Excellence is hosting Canada’s first 
National Metropolis Conference on 
Immigration, March 6-8, 1997, in collabo- 
ration with Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada, Status of Women Canada and the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council of Canada. The conference 
program includes a workshop sponsored 
by Status of Women Canada entitled, 
“Gendering Immigration/Integration 
Policy Research.”

Proclaimed by the UN in 1966, this day is 
the anniversary of the 1960 Sharpeville 
shootings in South Africa where peaceful 
demonstrators against apartheid were 
killed. Since 1989, there has been a 
national public education campaign in 
Canada to raise awareness among 
Canadians of the existence of racism.

Persons Day 

(Canada) 

On October 18, 1929, the British Privy 
Council decided that women were

a lengthy legal and political struggle, 
known as the “Persons Case.” Each year, 
the Governor General’s Awards in 
Commemoration of the Persons Case are 
presented on or around this date.

NOVEMBER 20 

National Child Day 

(Canada) 

Commemorates the date in 1989 when the 
United Nations adopted the Convention on 
the Rights of the Child. The Government 
of Canada designated November 20 as 
National Child Day in 1993.

The day 
commemorates the death of the Mirabel 
sisters who were brutally murdered in the 
Dominion Republic in 1960. Sixteen days 
have been set aside for “activism against 
gender violence." 


DECEMBER 1 

World Aids Day 

(International) 

Sponsored by the World Health 
Organization, this day was originated in 
1988 to raise awareness about HIV/AIDS 
issues around the world.

Criminal Harassment is a new study by 
the Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics. 
Canada’s criminal harassment (stalking) 
legislation, section 264(1) of the Criminal 
Code, was proclaimed into force in 1993 
and was enacted primarily to strengthen 
provisions that deal with family violence 
and violence against women in general 
(see Perspectives Vol.6, No.2).

Parliamentary Calendar Note 


Parliament was dissolved on April 27, 
1997, with the federal election call. 
Parliament will reopen with the Speech 
from the Throne in September 1997. 


Child Support Legislation Comes into 
Force 


On May 1, 1997, new federal child support 
legislation came into effect. Designed 
to protect the interests of children and 
to ensure that parents live up to their 
responsibilities for child support, this 
legislation was developed by the 
Department of Justice as a result of 
extensive public consultations and the 
collaborative work of several departments, 
including Status of Women Canada (see 
Perspectives, Vol. 9, No. 1). 


The legislation includes new Federal Child 
Support Guidelines to make the calcula- 
tion of child support fair, predictable and 
consistent. The Guidelines take into 
account the average costs of raising a 
child and include rules for calculating 
child support payments, based on the 
support-paying parent’s income, the 
number of children and the province or 
territory in which the support-paying 
parent lives. There are provisions for 
adjustments to recognize a child’s special 
expenses or to prevent financial hardship 
in special circumstances. The Guidelines 
recognize that custodial parents also 
contribute a similar percentage of their 
income to the needs of the child or 
children because the standards of living 
of the custodial parent and child are 
inseparable. 


The legislation strengthens enforcement 
procedures to help provincial and territori- 
al enforcement agencies ensure that 
family support obligations are respected. 
New measures include the suspension 
of certain federal licenses, including 
passports; the addition of Revenue 
Canada to the list of departments whose 
databanks can be searched to locate 
defaulters; expanded access to federal 
pension benefits to satisfy support 
arrears; and improvements to computer 
systems to permit online computer access 
among federal, provincial and territorial 
enforcement services. 


The new child support system also 
includes new tax rules for child support 
payments. Child support paid under a 
written agreement or court order made on 
or after May 1, 1997 will no longer be 
deductible to the payer, or included in the 
income of the recipient for tax purposes. 
The new tax treatment will apply to all 
new child support orders made on or after 
May 1, 1997. However, if either spouse 
with an existing child support order 
wishes to change their order, they have a 
right to do so and the new tax laws will 
apply to their new child support order.

Criminal Code Amendments 


Bill C-27, legislation amending the 
Criminal Code to address the issues of 
child prostitution, child sex tourism, 
female genital mutilation and criminal 
harassment, was passed by the House of 
Commons on April 14, passed by the 
Senate on April 23, and received Royal 
Assent on April 25, 1997 (see Perspectives 
Vol. 9, No. 1). 


Bill C-46, amending the Criminal Code 
provisions dealing with the production of 
records regarding complainants and 
witnesses in sexual offence cases, was 
passed by the House of Commons on 
April 17, passed by the Senate on April 25, 
and received Royal Assent on April 25, 
1997. The legislation requires a person 
accused of a sexual offence, who seeks a 


record containing information about the 
complainant or a witness, to bring an 
application setting out specific grounds to 
establish how that information is relevant 
to the accused's defence. The trial judge 
will consider the rights of the 
complainant, the witnesses and the 
accused, as well as the specific factors set 
out in the amendments, in determining 
whether and to what extent to order the 
production of the record. 


High-Risk Offenders 


Bill C-55, which strengthens the sentenc- 
ing and correctional regime for high-risk 
offenders, was passed by the House of 
Commons on April 16, passed by the 
Senate on April 23, and received Royal 
Assent on April 25, 1997 (see Perspectives, 
Voi. 9, No. 2).

The Policy Research Fund external 
committee convened in Ottawa for its first 
meeting March 22 - 23, 1997. Based on the 
external committee’s deliberations, criteria 
have been established for policy research 
proposals submitted under the Policy 
Research Fund. The criteria are under- 
scored by the following principles: 


* policy research undertaken through the 
Policy Research Fund must make a 
unique, value-added contribution to 
current policy deliberations; 


* applicants for funding from the Policy 
Research Fund must demonstrate the 
national relevance of their policy 
research proposals; and 


¢ all research projects funded through the 
Policy Research Fund must focus on 
women’s equality. 


An invitation was issued on April 16, 1997 
for the submission of policy research 
proposals on the following topics: 


¢ the changing role of the state, women’s 
paid and unpaid work, and women’s 
vulnerability to poverty; and/or 


+ the integration of women’s diversity 
into policy research, development and 
analysis. 


The call for proposals was widely 
disseminated to researchers and research 
organizations; women’s and other equali- 
ty-seeking organizations; community, 
social service and professional groups; 
and individuals. The deadline for the 
submission of research proposals was 
May 23, 1997. A total of 115 proposals has 
been received, and are currently being 
assessed by the Policy Research Fund 
external committee. The next call for 
proposals is scheduled for issuance in 
December 1997.

On March 14, 1997, the Hon. Hedy Fry 
announced changes to the framework and 
funding mechanisms of the Women’s 
Program, to be phased in over two years. 


Considerable input about the future 
direction of the Women’s Program was 
received during the course of Status of 
Women Canada’s consultations in spring 
1996 with women’s organizations and 
other groups and individuals promoting 
women’s equality (see Perspectives Vol. 9, 
No. 2). While acknowledging the impor- 
tance of the Program in supporting 
the advancement of women’s equality, 
consultation participants expressed 
concerns about access to funding for 
newer organizations because of the 
cap on program funding, the need for 
flexibility to permit work on emerging 
issues, the need for recognition of the 
diversity among women and among 
regions, and the need for longer-term 
funding. 


The new framework and funding 
mechanism for the Women’s Program 
incorporate many of the suggestions 
received during the consultations, and 
are designed to make the Program more 
equitable, flexible and accountable, while 
maintaining a strong commitment to 
support community-based action to 
advance women’s equality. 


Effective April 1, 1997, the Women’s 
Program will focus its efforts in three 
areas: improving women’s economic 
status, eliminating systemic violence 


against women and the girl child, and 
achieving social justice. Support will also 
be available for new and emerging issues 
that are likely to have a significant impact 
on women’s equality. 


As of April 1, 1998, there will be one 
funding mechanism, applicable to all 
groups large or small, and multi-year 
funding of up to three years will be 
available. Specific details of the new 
funding mechanism, including guidelines 
for multi-year funding, eligible costs, 
assessment indicators and evaluation 
methods are being developed and will be 
discussed with women’s organizations 
with a view to finalization by fall 1997.

Canada’s Year of Asia 
Pacific 


The Canadian govern- 
ment has officially 
designated 1997 as 
Canada’s Year of Asia 
Pacific, to coincide with 
Canada assuming the 
chair of the Asia Pacific 
Economic Cooperation 
(APEC) forum this year. 
Canada will host the 
APEC Economic Leaders 
Meeting in Vancouver 
this November. 


Canada’s Year of Asia 
Pacific is intended to 
promote greater aware- 
ness among Canadians 
of the importance of our 
country’s role in APEC 
and the significance of our relations 
with the Asia-Pacific region in terms of 
business, trade, culture and social 
development. The Canadian government, 
with Status of Women Canada’s active 
participation, is using the opportunity 
provided by the Year of Asia Pacific to 
focus on the vital role of women in the 
development of healthy economies. 


At their meeting in November 1996, APEC 
Economic Leaders gave instructions to 
encourage the full participation of women 
and youth in the development of APEC’s 
economic and technical co-operation 
agenda. Also last year, APEC’s Foreign 
Affairs and Trade Ministers called for 
further efforts to address the specific 
concerns of women entrepreneurs, 
and Science and Technology Ministers

Metropolis is a six-year international 
project promoting policy research on the 
effects of immigration on urban centres. 
Canada’s first National Metropolis 
Conference was held in Edmonton, 
March 6-8, 1997, hosted by the Prairie 
Centre of Excellence, one of four Canadian 
Centres of Excellence for Research on 
Immigration and Integration being funded 
under the Metropolis project by a consor- 
tium of several federal departments and 
agencies, led by Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada and including Status 
of Women Canada (see Perspectives 
Vol. 9, No. 1 and Vol. 9, No. 3). 


Prairie Centre of Excellence 


The Edmonton Conference drew 200 
delegates from Canada and abroad to help 
establish a national research and policy 
agenda for the Canadian Centres of 
Excellence and to provide networking 
opportunities for future partnerships and 
collaboration. A feature of the Conference 
was a One-day workshop sponsored by 
Status of Women Canada around the 
theme of Gendering Immigration/ 
Integration Policy Research. The workshop 
included panel presentations by four 
speakers: Dr. Danielle Juteau (Chair, 
Ethnic Relations, Université de Montréal) 
who spoke on research issues and gaps; 
Dr. Yvonne M. Hébert (Faculty of 
Education, University of Calgary) who 
addressed issues related to methodology; 
Dr. Roxana Ng (Department of Sociology, 
Ontario Institute for Studies in 
Education/University of Toronto) who 
presented key policy issues affecting 
immigrant women; and Dr. Nahla Abdo 
(Department of Sociology and 
Anthropology, Carieton University) who 
spoke on gender as a Critical issue in 
immigration/integration policy research. 


The Gendering Immigration/Integration 
Policy Research workshop also provided a 
forum for participants — individual 
researchers and representatives of 
women’s and other organizations 
concerned with immigrant women’s 
issues and community-based research — 
to focus discussion on key issues related 
to research methodologies and priorities. 
Workshop participants were unanimous

that virtually all issues in immigration/ 
integration policy research have a gender 
dimension, and succeeded in raising the 
profile of gender issues throughout the 
Conference in general. The Hon. Hedy Fry 
reinforced these sentiments in her address 
to the Conference on its final day 
(March 8, International Women’s Day), 
emphasizing the importance of consider- 
ing gender and women’s diversity in 
immigration/integration policy research 
and development processes. Status of 
Women Canada will be publishing the 
workshop proceedings in the coming 
months. 


The second international Metropolis 
conference is scheduled for 
September 25 - 28, 1997 in Copenhagen.

The 41st session of the United Nations 
Commission on the Status of Women took 
place March 9 - 21, 1997 in New York. 
Since the Fourth UN World Conference on 
Women held in Beijing, China in 
September 1995, the Commission 
has focused its work on monitoring the 
implementation of the Platform for Action 
which was adopted at the World 
Conference (see Perspectives Vol. 9, 
No. 1). This year’s Commission session 
examined four of the Beijing Platform for 
Action's critical areas of concern: women 
and the environment, women and the 
economy, women in power and decision- 
making, and education and training for 
women. 


Participating as an observer at the 
Commission session, Canada emphasized 
the significant importance of mainstream- 
ing gender perspectives into all of the 
UN’s policy and program development 
and decision-making processes, through 
the enhancement of linkages and co- 
operation among its bodies, agencies and 
mechanisms. In its statement to the 
Commission, Canada also stressed 
the critical role non-governmental 
organizations play in advancing women’s 
equality, and its support for ongoing 
efforts to further the participation of 
non-governmental organizations in UN 
fora. 


Occurring in parallel to the Commission 
session was a meeting of the Working 
Group on the elaboration of a draft 
optional protocol to the UN Convention on 
the Elimination of All Forms of 
Discrimination Against Women (CEDAW). 
A major breakthrough was the agreement 
reached to include an enquiry procedure 
in the draft optional CEDAW protocol 
related to complaints about violations of 
women’s rights. Internet visitors can 
obtain more information about the draft 
optional protocol at http://www.un.org/ 
dpcsd/daw/optional.htm. 


The next session of the Commission on 
the Status of Women is scheduled for 
March 2 - 13, 1998. Violence against 
women, women and armed conflict, 
women’s rights and the girl child will be 
the four critical areas of concern from the 
Beijing Platform for Action which the 
Commission will address at its next 
session.

UN Report on Violence Against Women 


A report recently presented to the UN 
Commission on Human Rights by the 
Special Rapporteur on violence against 
women, Ms. Radhika Coomaraswamy, 
highlights the need for concerted interna- 
tional action against forced prostitution, 
trafficking in women, rape and certain 
religious practices which condone or 
encourage violence against women. 


Appointed in 1994, and recently renewed 
for another three-year term, the Special 
Rapporteur is mandated to recommend 


measures at both the domestic and 
international levels to eliminate violence 
against women (see Perspectives 
Vol. 7, No. 2). Copies of the Special

anada’s 36th Parliament opened on 

September 23, 1997 with a Speech 

from the Throne that confirmed 
the government's intention to fulfill the 
commitments made during last June’s 
election campaign. The government's 
agenda, as outlined in the Throne Speech, 
highlighted many priorities that have been 
articulated by the women of Canada. 


The government is committed to investing 
in the children of Canada. Based on 
the agreement reached in January 1997 to 
work together to develop a National 
Children’s Agenda, the federal, provincial 
and territorial governments are working 
together towards a comprehensive and 
effective National Child Benefit System to 
address the needs of low-income families 
with children. To this end, the Throne 
Speech reaffirmed the federal govern- 
ment's intention to increase its contribu- 
tion to the Canada Child Tax Benefit by 
$850 million. Women, as major care 
givers, helped define these measures to 
invest in Canada’s children. Poor families 
are most often headed by single mothers, 
who will benefit in particular from this

enhanced support of low-income families 
with children. The federal government will 
also be undertaking three new initiatives: 
the establishment of Centres of Excellence 
on Children’s Development and Well-being, 
the expansion of the Aboriginal Head Start 
Program, and measures to determine the 
ability of children to learn. 
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Secretary of State’s Message (cont'd) 


The Throne Speech confirms the govern- 
ment’s commitment to invest in health 
care, another priority identified by 
women. Federal tax and cash transfers 
under the Canada Health and Social 
Transfer will be increased by an additional 
$6 billion, for a total payment of $25.1 
billion in 1997-98. Women are primary 
providers of health care at home and in 
the community. To support needs in this 
area, the Throne Speech includes 
measures in the areas of home Care, 
community care and pharmacare, and a 
Health Transition Fund will be established 
to help the provincial governments to 
innovate in these areas. There will be a 
renewed AIDS/HIV strategy, and the 
Canadian breast cancer initiative will be 
expanded. Women are one of the fastest 
growing groups in Canada to be afflicted 
with HIV and AIDS, and breast cancer is 
the most frequently diagnosed cancer 
among women. There will also be new 
initiatives to address the particular health 
problems of Aboriginal communities. 


The government shares women’s concern 
about their security, and is committed to 
building safer communities. One initiative 
will see federal funding for community- 
based crime-prevention initiatives 
increased to $30 million per year. 


The Throne Speech underlined the gov- 
ernment’s commitment to building strong 
Aboriginal communities, by reinforcing 
the diversity that makes Canada unique. 
The government recognized in the Throne 
Speech the need for partnership and 
transparency with Aboriginal peoples by 
giving them the tools and support they 
need to sustain their own capacity for 
good government. 


Building on initiatives announced in the 
February 1997 Budget, the Throne Speech 
confirmed the government’s commitment 
to create opportunities for young 
Canadians by reducing barriers to 
post-secondary education, including 
increased assistance for students with 
dependents, who are most often women. 
In order to ensure that women are 


full participants in a knowledge-based 
economy, we need to encourage girls 
to follow education and career paths in 
science and technology, business and 
math. There will be a number of new 
measures introduced during this sitting of 
Parliament, including a new Canada-wide 
mentorship program and community- 
based programs for youth who face the 
greatest difficulty in making the transition 
to the world of work because of low-level 
education and skills. 


The government’s investment in knowl- 
edge and creativity continues with 
initiatives such as its endowment of the 
Canada Foundation for Innovation, 
increased support for the Canada Council 
and measures to improve the voluntary 
sector's access to information technology. 


Women have been active participants in 
defining the priorities and values of the 
government's agenda for this session of 
Parliament, as outlined in the Speech from 
the Throne. Our challenge now is to 
ensure that the specific needs of women 
are fully addressed and considered as the 
government works to implement its 
Throne Speech commitments. 


| want to acknowledge how much the 
government policy development process 
owes to the many Canadian women and 
men who have contributed their expertise 
and opinions, as individuals and as part of 
groups, in the continuing cause of 
women’s equality. As we approach the 
holiday season, may | extend my 
best wishes to all of you for the warmth 
of family and friends in your festive 
celebrations, and the fulfillment of your 
goals and aspirations in the new year.

n July 24, 1997, Florence levers 

was appointed by the Prime 

Minister as Status of Women 
Canada’s new Co-ordinator. With a diverse 
record of work experience in government 
at both the provincial and federal levels, 
including positions with the Federal- 
Provincial Relations Office and the Privy 
Council Office and a number of years as a 
member of the Canadian Advisory Council 
on the Status of Women, Florence brings 
a wealth of experience and expertise to 
Status of Women Canada, the federal 
government agency mandated to promote 
the equality of women in all spheres 
of Canadian society. Her appointment as 
Co-ordinator, Status of Women Canada, 
became effective on August 25, 1997. 


Florence sees as one of her primary 
goals the forging of effective and lasting 
partnerships in the effort to secure 
equality for women, including the private 
sector. To this end, she has begun 
meeting with women’s organizations 
across Canada, and has established 
links with her provincial and territorial 
counterparts in areas of mutual concern. 
At the federal level, she is working 
with other departments to identify

opportunities to work together with Status 
of Women Canada in developing 
and refining policies, programs and 
initiatives to advance and promote 
women’s equality. 


The regional component of Status of 
Women Canada’s activities is vitally 
important to the fulfillment of the depart- 
ment’s mandate, according to Florence. 
She sees herself as an intermediary and 
point of contact between the grassroots 
and the policy development process, 
listening to the concerns and aspirations 
of women’s and other equality-seeking 
organizations and working to facilitate the 
integration of those viewpoints into the 
development of public policy. 


Status of Women Canada finds itself at a 
strategic crossroads, in Florence’s view, as 
the federal government moves towards a 
more results-oriented way of operating. 
The situation offers the agency both 
challenges and opportunities. While 
much needs to be done to secure true 
equality for women, Florence believes 
there is tremendous scope for Status of 
Women Canada to contribute significantly 
to the betterment of Canadian society as a 
whole. Q

in Commemoration of the Persons 

Case were presented by 
His Excellency the Right Honourable 
Roméo LeBlanc at a ceremony at 
Government House on October 20, 1997. 


The Governor General’s Awards in 
Commemoration of the Persons Case 
salute outstanding individual efforts to 
promote the equality of women in 
Canada. The Awards were established in 
1979, to celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
the decision rendered by the British Privy 
Council on October 18, 1929, declaring 
Canadian women to be persons for the 
purpose of their eligibility to be appointed 
to the Senate. 


The five recipients of the 1997 Governor 
General’s Awards in Commemoration of 
the Persons Case are: 


Dr. E. Margaret Fuiton of Salt Spring 
Island, British Columbia 


As a teacher, educational administrator, 
and outstanding advocate of women’s 
rights, she has sought an equal place for 
women in a better society characterized 
by innovative learning, partnerships and 
inclusive decision-making. While Dean of 
Women at the University of British 
Columbia and President of Mount 
St. Vincent University, she introduced 
equality studies and degree programs 
specifically attuned to employment 
opportunities for women. The creator of 
Mount St. Vincent's Institute for the Study 
of Women and its Centre for Excellence in 
Women’s Studies, she has also worked to 
establish programs to help women 
hampered from pursuing post-secondary 
education because of limited resources, 
isolation and family responsibilities.

Sheila D. Genaille of Edmonton, Alberta 


A sixth-generation Metis, she has 
demonstrated her tireless strength as a 
leader and as a catalyst of the movement 
to respect and nourish the rights and 
aspirations of the women of Canada's 
Metis nation. As President of the Metis 
National Council of Women, she has 
been an effective advocate for a greater 
role for Metis women in promoting and 
developing policies to improve their 
situation.

A leading member of several 
Organizations including Les dames 
d’Acadie, l'Association des collaboratrices 
et partenaires en affaires, and La 
Fédération nationale des femmes 
canadiennes-françaises, she has been 
instrumental in organizing programs for 
adolescent girls, political action sessions 
for women, a women’s health project 
in partnership with the provincial 
government, and training sessions for 
women on a variety of economic issues. 


Nancyruth of Toronto, Ontario 


Canada’s pre-eminent feminist philan- 
thropist, she has been a determined 
equality-seeker and an effective force for 
substantive and lasting change for 
the benefit of women. The founder 
of many organizations dedicated to 
women’s advancement, including LEAF, 
the Canadian Women’s Foundation, the 
Charter of Rights Coalition, the 
CoolWomen Web site, and Nancy’s Very 
Own Foundation, she has been, and 
continues to be, a visionary, a leader, a 
tireless worker, a generous donor, 
fund-raiser and mentor in the cause of 
women’s achievement of equality.

For more than 50 years, she has used her 
legal training and knowledge to promote 
the human rights of women in all areas of 
society.

anada’s Ministers Responsible 
for the Status of Women convened 

for their 16th annual meeting, 
October 30-31, 1997, in Halifax. 


Co-chaired by the Hon. Hedy Fry and the 
Hon. Francene Cosman, Minister 
Responsible for the Status of Women for 
Nova Scotia, the meeting reaffirmed the 
commitment of Canada’s Status of 
Women Ministers to continue to work 
together to address issues of central 
importance to achieving equality for 
women. 


At the meeting, Ministers released 
Economic Gender Equality Indicators, 
an innovative tool for 


The Indicators reveal varied patterns and 
trends: 


* a narrowing of the gap between 
women and men across Canada in 
income and earnings between 1986 
and 1995; 


* women have made inroads into 
male-dominated educational fields, 
and female graduates have improved 
their chances of getting better-paying 
jobs but they receive less job-related 
training; 


a better sharing of paid and unpaid 
work in 1992 than in 1986. 


analyzing policy from a 
gender perspective. The 
Indicators are a new set 
of benchmarks that, taken 
together, reflect core, 
interrelated aspects of 
women’s and men’s 
economic lives. What 
makes these indicators 
unique is their attention 
to women’s realities that 
are often overlooked. 
There is an earnings 
index but also indexes 
that recognize the impor- 
tance to women’s 
economic situation of 
child support, pensions 
and tax measures. Total 
workload is measured — 
not just paid work, 
because the reality for women is that on 
average, two-thirds of their work time is 
unpaid.

capacity required for effective social 
and economic policy-making. The 
Indicators have been designed for use 
by governments and other players in the 
public policy process, to raise awareness 
of women’s and men’s economic and 
social realities, to stimulate public 
policy discussion, encourage a search for 
explanations and responses, and monitor 
change over time. 


Also at the meeting, Ministers agreed to 
a framework for discussion to guide 
inter-jurisdictional work on the issue of 
violence against women and children. 
They agreed to continue sharing new 
approaches and strategies to advance 
violence prevention. Also discussed was 
the importance of increasing awareness of 
stalking and appropriate responses. 


In the justice area, Ministers discussed 
possible reform of Criminal Code 
provisions related to the defence of 
provocation, and shared information 


about collaborative approaches and other 
initiatives designed to improve women’s 
access to justice. 


Endorsement was also given at the 
meeting to a public education project 
designed, in consultation with young 
women, to help them understand their 
unique financial challenges and to actively 
plan for their economic security.

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Consultations Update 


n September, the Hon. Hedy Fry 
[éstriburcc a Discussion Paper on 
LE Approaches to Consultation, which 
outlines Status of Women Canada's 
proposed policy on consultation, including 
principles, methods, constraints and 
follow-up. 


The Discussion Paper reflects feedback 
from the consultations Status of 
Women Canada undertook in 1996 
(see Perspectives Vol. 10, No. 1 and Vol. 9, 
No. 2). It was developed with input from 
a Task Group comprising a cross-section 
of representatives of women’s and 
other equality-seeking organizations, 
researchers and research organizations 
and other federal government depart- 
ments with experience in national 
and regional consultations. It also reflects 
discussion within Status of Women 
Canada on ensuring that the commit- 
ments made in the consultations policy 
are realistic. 


In distributing the Discussion Paper, 
Dr. Fry noted that “consultation is 
essential to the public policy process in 
Canada. Policy makers need to hear the 
opinions, concerns and suggestions of 


Canadians before they make decisions. 
For me, consultation provides a direct link 
to the ideas and concerns of the women of 
Canada, and is an important tool for me in 
lobbying my Cabinet colleagues on public 
policy issues affecting women.” 


The Discussion Paper was sent to over 
2000 individuals and organizations across 
Canada. Comments were requested by 
November 14, 1997 and those comments 
are currently being reviewed and 
analyzed, for development of the final 
consultation policy document to be dis- 
tributed later this year. This consultation 
policy will be an important guide for 
Status of Women Canada as it organizes 
and evaluates future consultation events.

National Day of Remembrance and Action on 


Violence Against Women 


n 1991, the Parliament of Canada 
| established December 6 as the National 
B Day of Remembrance and Action on 
Violence Against Women, in memory of 
the 14 young women murdered at 
Montreal’s École Polytechnique 
on December 6, 1989. The Day seeks to 
remind Canadians about the serious 
problem of violence against women and 


to encourage all sectors of society to work 
together toward the elimination of 
violence against women and children. 


Statistics Canada surveys and reports 
paint a chilling portrait of the magnitude 
of violence against women and children in 
Canada. According to the 1993 national 
Violence Against Women Survey, 51 per

cent of women in Canada had experienced 
at least one incident of physical or sexual 
assault since age 16, as defined under the 
Criminal Code. In 1996, sexual assaults 
accounted for almost one in ten violent 
crimes in Canada. Acquaintances or 
relatives were responsible for 72 per cent 
of violent attacks committed against 
women, according to 1993 figures, and 
women were seven times more likely to 
be killed by a spouse than by a stranger, 
according to 1996 data. 


Violence against women and children 
extracts a terrible cost from all of society. 
For victims and their families, the 
emotional cost is devastating and 
immeasurable. But the impact of violence 
extends much farther. Researchers have 
begun to quantify the economic costs of 
violence to our society, in terms of the 
costs of medical treatment, prescription 
drugs, social services, sexual assault 
centre services, imprisonment. of 
offenders, etc. A study presented at the 
Canada-US Women’s Health Forum held 
in Ottawa in August 1996 (see 
Perspectives Vol. 9, No. 2), estimated that 
the cost to Canada of sexual assault, 
abuse of girls and women in intimate 
relationships, and child sexual abuse is 
$4.2 billion. 


As the federal government agency 
responsible for promoting gender 
equality, Status of Women Canada has 
made it a priority to eliminate systematic 
violence against women and children. 
As well as participating in federal 
government legislative and program 
initiatives, Status of Women Canada 
works in partnership with all sectors of 
society in the development and support of 
initiatives to raise awareness and promote 
institutional change on issues related to 
violence against women and children.

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Gender-Based Analysis: A Quick Guide for 


Policy-Makers 


he federal government adopted 
a policy in 1995 requiring all its 
departments and agencies to analyze 
policies and legislation with specific 
reference to their impact on women and 
men. This gender-based analysis policy 
was announced in Setting the Stage for 
the Next Century: The Federal Plan for 
Gender Equality, released in 1995, as 
Canada’s plan to implement the Platform 
for Action from the Fourth United Nations 
World Conference on Women in Beijing 
(see Perspectives Vol. 8, No. 2). 


Gender-based analysis challenges the 
assumption that everyone is affected in 
the same way by policies and legislation, 
regardless of gender, and despite 
differences in the life realities of women 
and men. It identifies those differences 
and builds their consideration into the 
policy development and analysis process 
in order to ensure that policies and legisla- 
tion will have intended and equitable 
results for all women and all men, all 
boys and all girls. As such, gender-based 
analysis offers significant benefits to every 
sector of society, and can be applied in 
any forum where policies are developed 
and decisions are made. 


To further encourage the integration of 
gender-based analysis throughout the 
federal government's policy development 
and analysis process, Status of Women 
Canada has produced a new brochure 
entitled Gender-Based Analysis: A Quick 
Guide for Policy-Makers. Designed to be 
part of an ongoing initiative to promote 
awareness and understanding of the 
government’s gender-based analysis 
policy, the Quick Guide highlights the 
elements of gender-based analysis, and 
augments the more detailed working 
document, Gender-Based Analysis: A 
guide for policy-making, produced by 
Status of Women Canada in 1996 for use 


by federal departments and agencies as 
part of a pilot program (see Perspectives 
Vol. 9, No. 1).

Scotia (appointed September 23, 1997). A 
distinguished educator and social activist, 
she has given freely of her time to many 
provincial and national boards and 
committees dedicated to the cause of 
social justice. 

Marisa Ferratti Barth of Quebec (appoint- 
ed September 23, 1997). A social worker 
and community organizer in the field of 
service delivery to senior citizens. 
Catherine Callbeck of Prince Edward

Bill C-55, which strengthens the sentencing 
and correctional regime for high-risk 
offenders (see Perspectives, Vol. 9, No. 2), 
came into effect on August 1, 1997. Part 
of the government’s commitment to 
strengthening the sentencing and 
correctional regime for offenders who 
present a high risk of violent re-offending, 
the legislation includes a new Long Term 
Offender designation that targets sex 
offenders and adds a period of long-term 
supervision of up to 10 years following 
release from prison, strengthened Criminal 
Code provisions that require anyone 
classified as a Dangerous Offender to be 


given an indefinite sentence, and a new 
judicial restraint provision to permit 
controls to be applied to individuals who 
pose a high risk of committing a serious 
personal injury offence. More information

Research Projects Finalized 


On April 16, 1997, Status of Women 
Canada’s Policy Research Fund issued 
its first call for the submission of policy 
research proposals (see Perspectives 
Vol. 10, No. 1). All of the 115 proposals 
submitted in response to the call were 
reviewed by the Policy Research Fund 
external committee. The following 
research projects have been finalized 
under the two themes of the April call for 
proposals, and funding has begun: 

THEME 1: The Changing Role of the 
State, Women’s Paid and 
Unpaid Work, and Women’s 
Vulnerability to Poverty. 


Policy Options to Improve Standards 
for Women Garment Workers — 
An International Comparative and 
Collaborative Research Project 

Lynda Yanz and Liza McCoy 


Once dominated by large manufacturers 
with a unionized workforce, the Canadian 
garment industry is now controlled by 
giant retailers and “labels” that contract 
out production to low-cost labour factories 
in Third World export-processing zones 
and to small, non-union contractors in 
Canada. Women garment workers around 
the globe are competing against each 
other to work for lower wages and under 
poor working conditions. This research 
will assess how working conditions and 
standards can be improved, without jeop- 
ardizing employment. 


When Women Work at Home for Pay: The 
Canadian Legislative Framework 
Katherine Lippel, Lucie Lamarche, Diane 
Demers, Stephanie Bernstein 


Homework is an emerging phenomenon 
that affects more and more women in 
Canada. This research will seek to 
determine the adequacy of Canadian 
labour legislation with respect to the 
protection of homeworkers. Federal 
and provincial labour legislation will 
be analyzed, particularly in reference 
to new international standards. 
Recommendations will be made regarding 
possible improvements to the current 
Canadian legislative framework. 


Unpaid Work and Macroeconomic Policies: 
Why Gender Inequality Matters for Growth 
Isabella Bakker 


This research will examine the linkages 
between unpaid work and the macro 
economy, and will seek to explain why and 
how policy makers at the macro level 
should take unpaid work into account. 
Specifically, this research will detail unpaid 
work’s impact on macro-economic policy 
instruments. Eight macro-economic areas 
will be considered and connected to 
unpaid work, including growth, savings 
and investment, and trade strategies.

Politiques, travail et employabilité chez les 
femmes autochtones (Policy, work and 
employability among native women) 
Partenariat INRS — culture et société/ 
Association des femmes autochtones du 
Québec 


Native women are beginning to join the 
Canadian labour market. However, they 
face a number of obstacles, such as a 
limited job market, a lack of information 
about available employment and often 
insufficient training on how to get a job or 
open a business; they also have few role 
models as a source of inspiration. This 
research project seeks to identify and 
assess the nature, use and efficiency of 
employment policies and access to 
employment for the Native women 
population in the province of Quebec. The 
results of this research will allow the 
proposal of alternate solutions, to give 
Native women the tools they need for 
accessing a similar job market to the one 
of other women in Canada. 


Gender on the Line: Restructuring and 
Regulatory Competition in the Call Centre 
Industry 

Ruth Buchanan 


This project seeks to examine the 
gendered impacts of provincial economic 
development policies and company 
restructuring strategies in the telemarket- 
ing/teleservice industry. It will examine 
the gender composition of the call centre 
labour force in three study sites, study the 
role played by the gender segmentation of 
the labour force in company restructuring 
strategies, and investigate policy initiatives 
at the provincial government level which 
have the potential to improve working 
conditions and enhance opportunities for 
access to training and the advancement of 
women working in the industry. 
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Rentabilité sociale vs rentabilité 
économique : des pratiques d'économie 
sociale. Pour une redéfinition des rapports 
entre le mouvement des femmes et l'état 
(Social profitability vs. economic prof- 
itably: economic social practices. Toward 
a redefinition of relations between the 
women’s movement and the state) 
Relais-femmes 


Social economic measures which were 
created following the Quebec government 
policy of March 1996 include important 
issues for women. Because the research 
was on the economic profitability of the 
social economy, the emphasis was not put 
until now on the social profitability of the 
non-profit sector. This research, which is 
being conducted with social economic 
practitioners, seeks to identify how 
women’s social economic practices can 
be defended, sustained and financed as 
compared to their social performance. 
The results will provide women’s groups 
with theoretical and technical tools to 
defend the economic, political and social 
independence of women when negotiating 
with governments. 


Disability-related Support Arrangements, 
Policy Options and Implications for 
Women’s Equality 

The Roeher Institute 


This research will examine how current 
policy shifts at the federal, provincial 
and local levels are affecting the sociai 
and economic position of women who 
provide or receive disability-related 
supports. Through a demographic 
analysis, individual case studies and 
policy and program analyses, researchers 
will identify criteria for ensuring gender 
equality in disability-related support 
arrangements. As well, policy options will 
be developed to advance the equality of 
women with disabilities and women who 
provide paid and unpaid disability-related 
supports.

THEME 2: The Integration of Diversity 
into Policy Research, 
Development and Analysis 


Employment Equity Policy in Canada: 
What Next for Effective Implementation 
and Greater Diversity? 

Abigail Bakan and Audrey Kobayashi 


This research will analyze Canadian 
employment equity policy in relation to 
the broader context of human rights 
legislation and policy, and will propose 
new policy options based on the interplay 
among various forms of diversity. 
Drawing on interviews with stakeholders 
across Canada, the researchers will 
suggest new directions for employment 
equity policy that could make employment 
equity a reality for more women, in a 
wider range of workplaces. 


Integrating Diversity in Policy Research 
within a Globalizing and Decentralizing 
Federation 

Pauline Rankin and Jill Vickers 


Economic globalization and the decentral- 
ization of the Canadian federal state are 
transforming opportunities for influencing 
policy. This research project focuses 
on how women can most effectively 
participate in the policy-making process, 
and how “difference” and “diversity” can 
be incorporated into public policy 
agendas. Based on an analysis of selected 
government policies related to violence 
against women in Canada, the authors 
will examine the range of federal and 
provincial/territorial decision-making 
structures and offer suggestions as 
to which structures provide the best 
opportunities for integrating diversity 
agendas. This research will result in a 
handbook designed to assist women’s 
Organizations in their strategies to 
incorporate diversity concerns into policy 
research, development and analysis. 


First Nations Women Speak About 
Diminishing Conflicts Between their 
Cultural Context and their Education/Work 
Context 

Carolyn Kenny, Haike Muller, Colleen 
Purden, Marilyn Struthers 


This study seeks to understand deterrents 
to the successful integration of culture and 
work in the lives of Aboriginal women. 
Researchers will conduct focus groups 
with Aboriginal women and one-to-one 
interviews with band leaders, employers 
and educators in eight First Nations 
communities across Canada. Policy 
recommendations will be developed to 
promote the right of Aboriginal women to 
live and work in a context where they 
benefit, rather than suffer, from their 
cultural values.

This project seeks to examine the overall 
status of Canadian immigration legislation 
regarding sponsorship of family class 
members, and the rules and procedures 
which are specific to Ontario. The 
researchers will analyse the impact of 
these legal standards on the socio- 
economic condition of immigrant 
francophone women, as well as the legal 
qualification of their situation in light of 
obligations falling under the responsibility 
of the government in regard to the respect 
and promotion of equality rights guaran- 
teed in the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. The researchers will examine 
various avenues for undertaking legislative 
and administrative reforms.

Policies for pregnant women who misuse 
substances: Building inclusive processes 
for policy review and development 
Deborah Rutman and Marilyn Callahan 


In this project, the researchers will develop 
and document a collaborative research 
process involving Aboriginal and non- 
Aboriginal women, women who misuse 
substances, human service professionals 
and policy-makers. Together, they will 
critically examine policy issues related to 
substance misuse among pregnant 
women, examine how the situation of 
women who misuse substances during 
pregnancy has been defined within 
Canadian policy and media discourse, and 
work to develop viable policy alternatives 
that address potentially competing 
interests. 


Health Issues for Aboriginal Women in 
Urban Centres in the Maritime Provinces 
Kinap’eskw Consulting Group 


This project will focus on the economic 
impact of current government policies, in 
relation to the health needs of Aboriginal 
women living in urban centres in the 
Maritimes. Using talking circles, the 
researchers will investigate the overall 
health concerns of urban Aboriginal 
women, identify gaps in health care policy, 
and establish a data base. 


Custody and Access Research 


In February 1997, the government 
announced a joint Senate-Commons 
review of custody and access issues. To 
ensure a well thought-out position at these 
hearings, the Policy Research Fund issued, 
on September 2, 1997, an urgent, targeted 
call for proposals on spousal violence and 
mobility rights in custody and access 
disputes. 


Fourteen proposals were received and two 
have been selected for funding: Mobility 
Rights of Custodial Parents by Martha J. 
Bailey and Michelle Giroux, and /ssues of 
Spousal Violence in Custody and Access 
Disputes by the Canadian Research 
Institute for Law and the Family. 


Second Call for Proposals 


On September 15, 1997, Status of Women 
Canada’s Policy Research Fund issued its 
second call for policy research proposals 
under the following two themes: 


¢ Reducing Women's Poverty: Policy 
Options, Directions and Frameworks 


« Factoring Diversity into Policy Analysis 
and Development: New Tools, 
Frameworks, Methods and Applications. 


In selecting these two policy research 
themes, the Policy Research Fund external 
committee opted for continuity with the 
two subject areas of the previous call for 
proposals issued on April 16, 1997. The 
new themes place a stronger emphasis on 
both the policy relevance of the research 
being sought, and the practical, concrete 
implications of the research findings for 
policy development. As well, in line with 
the objectives of the Policy Research Fund, 
forward-thinking research that identifies 
new questions and proposes new policy 
solutions is being given priority. 


The deadline for the submission of 
proposals under this second call was 
December 12, 1997. In keeping with the 
guiding principles of the Policy Research 
fund, a wide range of researchers was 
invited to submit proposals, including 
individual researchers, independent 
researchers, university-based researchers, 
research organizations, women’s organiza- 
tions, other equality-seeking and advocacy 
groups, and partnerships involving groups 
and individuals. Q

Breaking Down the Barriers to Women's 
Participation in APEC Economies 


Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation (APEC) 
Leaders and Ministers agreed in 
Vancouver in November 1997, to hold an 
APEC Ministerial Meeting on Women, in 
Fall 1998, in the Republic of the 
Philippines. 


The decision responded to the commit- 
ment made by APEC Leaders in 1996 to 
place special emphasis on encouraging 
the full participation of women in APEC’s 
economic and technical co-operation 
activities. The meeting, jointly proposed 
by Canada and the Philippines, will 
examine ways and means to advance 
gender perspectives in APEC and will 
make recommendations on this issue to 
Leaders and Ministers in 1998. This 
meeting will chart new ground within the 
APEC forum by enhancing the integration 
of women through the activities of APEC in 
a co-ordinated, effective and sustained 
manner. 


The decision to hold the Ministerial 
Meeting on Women was also supported 
by the Women Leaders’ Network (WLN) 
from APEC Economies. Some 200 women 
leaders in government, the private 
sector, academia and non-governmental 
organizations came together September 
13-16, 1997, in Ottawa-Hull, to discuss how 
APEC and its member governments 
can help overcome the barriers to 
women’s full participation in APEC 
economies, particularly in the area of 
women’s entrepreneurship. 


The theme of the WLN meeting was “The 
Economic Impact of Women in the APEC 
Region.” The participants firmly believe 
that investment in women’s human 
resources and their enterprises is sound 
economics, which strengthens prospects 
for equitable economic growth, the 
reduction of poverty and the promotion of 
sustainable development in the region. 


WLN participants called upon APEC to 
recognize gender as a cross-cutting priori- 
ty, and to integrate a gender perspective at 
all levels of its work. In particular, 
they urged APEC to promote the full 
participation of women in business and 
society by removing the obstacles 
they face in the business world and in 
developing their small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs). They also called upon 
APEC to ensure equitable representation of 
women at all levels of APEC with a target 
of at least 30 per cent women participants 
at senior levels by the year 2000. 


As a result of WLN recommendations, 
APEC SME Ministers, who met the same 
week in Ottawa, agreed to promote 
gender sensitive policies and measures to 
empower women in technical, managerial 
and entrepreneurial fields. 


The Women Leaders’ Network was formed 
in 1996 to promote the integration of 
gender perspectives into APEC. The WLN 
aims to constructively influence APEC’s 
decision-making. It will meet next in 
Malaysia in September 1998. For further

Canada-Cuba Seminar on Women’s Rights 


Ottawa was the site of the first 
Canada-Cuba seminar on Women’s Rights, 
held June 16-17, 1997. Canada’s 
delegation was led by Jean Augustine, 
M.P., and included the Hon. Lloyd 
Axworthy, Minister of Foreign Affairs, the 
Hon. Diane Marleau, Minister for 
International Co-operation and Minister 
Responsible for la Francophonie, 
and Louise Bergeron-de Villiers, the then 
Co-ordinator of Status of Women Canada, 
as well as various representatives 
of Canadian NGOs, academics, and 
government Officials. 


The agenda of the seminar was structured 
to cover issues contained in the Platform 
for Action resulting from the Fourth UN 
World Conference on Women, and in the 
UN Convention on the Elimination of All 
Forms of Discrimination Against Women 
(CEDAW). Agenda items included women’s 
advancement, women’s health, national 
application of the provisions of CEDAW, 
and women’s rights and sustainable 
development. The opening address 
of the seminar was delivered by 
Louise Bergeron-de Villiers, who discussed 
how women’s equality issues are 
addressed in Canada. 


The seminar followed an earlier Canada- 
Cuba seminar on children’s rights held 
in Havana. Both meetings were a result 
of commitments made in the Joint 
Declaration signed by Canada and 
Cuba in January 1997, which provided 
for 14 specific areas of co-operation, 
including the administration of justice, 
parliamentary exchanges, academic and 
professional exchanges, and co-operation 
on economic, banking and investment 
matters.

Laval Women’s Centre — A Success Story 


The Laval Women’s Centre is run by an 
imaginative group of women. The Board 
of Directors and staff do all a women’s 
centre is expected to do, and more. The 
Centre gives high priority to financial 
autonomy for women and to women and 
politics. 


The Centre is creative in its choice of 
fundraising schemes. Although traditional 
in some domains, their ideas are non- 
traditional for women: a golf tournament, 
an ice-skating activity, sale of T-shirts and 
sweat shirts with the Centre’s logo, 
penny collections and most recently, a 
partnership with loto-Quebec to sell lottery 
tickets. 


One of their biggest successes has been 
their clothing boutique. In 1996-97, along 
with other women’s groups, the Laval 
Women’s Centre gathered, repaired and 
resold used clothing. This service is a 
great success from all perspectives: last 
year, 10,400 clients were served from two 
service points, and profits of $54,007 were 
realized. The success of this boutique 
also translates into job creation: the co- 
ordinator works with a team of seven staff 
and 28 volunteers. Q

À Quick Guide for Policy-Makers 


In 1995, the Government of Canada adopted a policy requiring the application of 
Gender-Based Analysis in the policy development and analysis process. All federal 
departments and agencies are now required to analyze their policies and legislation to 
take into account their differing impacts on women and men. 


Gender-Based Analysis recognizes that the realities of women’s and men’s lives are 
different, and that equal opportunity does not necessarily mean equal results. The 
challenge for policy-makers is to ensure that the results of policies and legislation are 
anticipated, and that these results are as equitable as possible for all women and all men. 


Status of Women Canada has produced Gender-Based Analysis: A guide for policy-making, 
which offers step-by-step techniques for integrating gender throughout the policy 
development and analysis process. This brochure is intended as a quick guide to some of 
the key considerations involved in incorporating Gender-Based Analysis in that process. 


Gender-Based Analysis is good public policy. 


The challenge for policy-making is to pose the questions and develop a process that 
encourages solutions in support of equality for all women and all men in Canada. 
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
